More than 65,000 persons turned out 


for swino flu vaccinations at North- 
west Suburban Clinics during the 
weekend. 


The numbers at some clinics vere 


slightly less than health officials were 
prepared to handle, but the area's 
participation in the program exceeded 
the countywide average. 


Residents who did not attend one of 


the clinics In the Northwest suburbs 


but-who still want a shot must go to 
the Chicago Civic Center, or some 
other area, since no make-up clinic is 
planned in the Northwest suburbs. 


SHOTS WILL BE given this week- 


end in the southwest suburbs and this 
week In Evanston. For exact times 
and locations, persons should call the 
Cook County Public Health Dept., 865- 
6100. 


Clinic managers were unanimous in 


their praise for the scores of volun- 


teers, laymen and professionals, who 
staffed swine flu inoculation centers 
in eight Northwest suburbs. 


"I can't say enough about the volun- 


teers," said Robert Grossman, public 
health officer in Schaumburg where 
about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They came out when we really 
needed them," he paid. 


St. Marcelline Catholic Church in 


Schaumburg was "just Jammed" be- 
tween 5 and 7 p.m. Friday, Grossman

said. But the lines moved steadily. 


AT ARLINGTON Park Race Track 


about 13,000 persons received shots 
during the weekend, the largest num- 
ber vaccinated at any one clinic in the 
area. 


"That was quite a bit down from 


our original estimate, but still it 
wasn't too bad ail things considered/' 
said Arlington Heights Health Direc- 
tor George Weinand. 


Several persons fainted at the Ar- 


lington Park clinic and had to be re- 
vived by paramedics assigned to the 
center, Weinand said. 


Arlington Heights returned about 


2,000 doses of unused vaccine to the 
Cook County Public Health Dept. 


Mount Prospect, which held its clin- 


ic at Randhurst Shopping Center, 
picked up additional vaccine twice 
during two days of vaccinations, Said 
Larry Eils, Mount Prospect • public 
health director. 


THERE WERE 10,000 persons vac- 


cinated at Randhurst and the pro- 
gram "came together very nicely,11 
Ells said. Cook County initially allo- 
cated 8,000 doses of the monavalent 
swine flue vaccine for the village. 


Jim Demos, Hoffman Estates public 


health director, said about 6,000 
people were vaccinated in a one-day 
clinic at 
Hoffman Estates High 


School. "That's well over our esti-

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Hastings primes 
Dist. 23 pupils 
for orchestra

Right now It's just a vision, but 


someday Hersey High School in Ar- 
lington Heights will have an orchestra 
as strong as its marching band. 


How soon the dream becomes real- 


ity depends a great deal on students 
in Prospect Heights Dist. 23 who 
eventually will attend Hersey, so Her- 
sey orchestra director Kendall Hast- 
ings already has begun courting these 
students. 


Once a week he goes to Muir, Elsen- 


hower and Sullivan schools in Pros- 
pect Heights to teach 17 fourth and 
fifth graders to play the violin, viola 
and cello. On Saturday mornings, they 
meet at Hersey, 1900 E. Thomas Ave., 
Arlington Heights, for an additional 
hour of lessons. 


IF THE STUDENTS' interest in 


string music continues, they eventual- 
ly will provide a base for the forma- 
tion of a Hersey orchestra, Hastings 
says. His worry is whether he'll be 
able to keep the school's orchestra 
alive thst long. 


With only eight members, Hersey's 


orchestra currently is the smallest in 
High School Dist. 214, he said. Unlike 
the district's seven other high schools, 
Horsey had no base on which to build 
an orchestra because the students it 
received from Dist. 23 brought no 
string music skills with them. 
4'We regretted not having a string 


music program, but we couldn't af- 
ford to Initiate one,11 said Gerald 
McGovern, assistant superintendent In 
Dtet. 23. "Then last year, Dist. 214 
agreed to provide an orchestra in- 
structor for our students and we were 
set." 
• 
. 


Six fourth grade students enrolled in 


the string music program last year 
and McGovern transported them to 
Hersey twice a week for their lessons. 
Only two of these students are contin- 
uing lessons this year, but Hastings is 
not discouraged. 


"Sure we lost 30 per cent of our stu- 
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dents, but this year our enrollment 
jumped 100 per cent," he said. "The 
program didn't die and we've got a 
foot in the door." 


CONTINUE*) GROWTH in the pro- 


gram's enrollment hinges on educat- 
ing parents fiat there are other as- 
pects to musk besides band, Hastings 
said. He recalled how four girls want- 
ed to sign up for violin at parents' 
night, but were discouraged by moth- 
ers who told them they wouldn't be 
able to march in the Hersey band if 
they did. 


"I've threatened to buy wheels for 


the cellos and bass fiddles so we 
.could have a marching orchestra," 
Hastings joked. "The public sees the 
band at football games and parades, 
but they have to go to a concert to 
hear the orchestra." 


As appealing as many students and 


parents find the Hersey band, it can 
have only 175 members, he said. With 
Its beginning, cadet, varsity and jazz 
bands, Dist. 23 alone has more than 
300 students involved in band and 
when they get to Hersey they have to 
compete with students from River 
Trails Dist. 26 and with up- 
perclassmen for membership in the 
band. 


If-more elementary and junior high 


school students participated in orches- 
tra or chorus rather than band, fewer 
would leave music when -they get to 
high school, Hastings said. 


"I'm trying to create consumers of 


music, not necessarily professional 
performers," he said. "Maybe the 
kids will play through high school and 


• a few will continue playing in college, 
but hopefully all will appreciate music 
and buy records and go to concerts to 
k e e p the professional- musicians 
alive."

A&P takes time to stamp 
in new food store identity

The sign on the building says 


A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National. 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, are still stocked on 
the shelves. 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But this transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des PI nines, has been a 
typical one in 55 stores throughout 
Metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been 
preparing for, the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge' car- 


tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Albiez took 
a breather to comment,on the 
change. . , 
. ,'-\ . • 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until, it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern- 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be .; 
retained once 'the store became 
A&P, The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street'location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus Is that 


we have been able to keep almost 
100 per cent of the National em- 
ployes," said Dean Ritchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it." 


AS HE PROCEEDED to mark 


bags of candy and throw them 
neatly in place on the shelves, Al- 
biez continued to speak of the 
transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including check 
cashing and a 5 per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re- 
tained. The A&P store also will 
honor Master Charge cards as did 
the former Nationals. 


Other aspects of the store that 


will remain intact are the deiica-, 
lessen, bakery and floral depart- 
ment. 


Ritchey said for the customers' 


sake, "We are changing nothing 
for the time being on the physical 
set up of the stores." He added 
probably the hardest adjustment 
tor' shoppers will bet adoting to 
the new "house brand" labels. ' 
Kln determining which National 
stores they would replace, A&P 
officials said they chose large vol- 
bme stores carrying about 3,500 
different products. 


Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 
of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of in- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. 
He frequently criticized 


President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Arthur 


Burns, whose tight money, policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns, TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 197B and Ills 
term as a governor on the board Is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. - 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic' 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health Insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 
* He said once employment dips to 5.5 
per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington 
next week. 


Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, . especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 
"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nucldar arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new- agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said. 


BUT CARTER said he would not

Goldberg must rcmnrry the wife 


who thought lie had abandoned her, 
process papers to revoke his legal 
dentil, return llfo Insurance money 
and sort out a number of business 
debts left when ho disappeared in 
January 1074. 


The identity of the body in Gold- 


berg's grave may never be deter- 
mined. 


AUTHORITIES SAID he was sev- 


eral thousand dollars in debt when he 
vanished. 


"It's not all clear, I'd put it that 


way," Pettis County Sheriff Emmiett 
Fairfax said of Goldberg's story. 


An old acquaintance spotted Gold- 


berg working in a lakeside lodge at 
Forsyth, Mo., and the man who called 
himself Harold Alexander Gordon 
wrote Irene Goldberg saying he want- 
ed to find out who he really was. She 
drove to Forsyth Nov. 7, and they re- 


turned to their home in the central 
Missouri town of Sedalia that day. 


Goldberg, 67, who owned restau- 


rants in Sedalia and Tipton, Mo., was 
on his way home from a business trip 
in January 1974, when he pulled over 
to the side of the highway for a nap. 
He said that was the last thing he re- 
members clearly. 


Nine months after her husband's 


disappearance, Irene Goldberg filed 
for a divorce which was granted in 
November, 1974. 


"I'D RATHER not talk about that," 


she said in a telephone interview. 
"Something had to be done to set my 
life straight again." ' 


When a decomposed body was found 


in the Missouri River near Kansas 
City last April, Goldberg's son, Bill, 
identified it as his father's based on 
superficial similarities. 


On May 6, Goldberg was declared 


dead and the next day a funeral was 
held and the body buried in a plot at 
Mount Washington Cemetery in Kan- 
sas City, Mo. 


The body was too decomposed to 


take fingerprints, and Jackson County 
Coroner Dr. Bonita Peterson said 
there are no plans to exhume it unless 
another missing person inquiry should 
warrant it. 


Interstate celebrates 20th year 
Illinois completes 1-72 stretch

Two decades ago, the interstate 


highway system was just a figment of 
the motorist's imagination as he was 
stalled behind a haywagon on a nar- 
row two-lane road. 


Tuesday, as state officials snipped 


the ribbon on a 93-mile section of 1-72 
between Springfield and Monticello, 
the four-lane, limited access system 
of roads, which stretches for 1,700 
miles through Illinois and 38,000 miles 
nationally, is taken for granted.

End of world 
foreseen by 
religious cult 


YAKIMA, Wash. (UPI) - A mem- 


ber of a religious cult charged with 
the beating death of a 3-year-old boy 
it believed was possessed by the devil 
testified Monday the group had ex- 
pected destruction of the world. 


Velma Cunningham, 45, one of five 


persons charged with first-degree 
manslaughter and second-degree as- 
sault in the death of David Weilba- 
cher, said the cult earlier this year 
prepared to flee to Texas to await de- 
struction of the world by an Antichr- 
ist. 


The appearance of the Antichrist, 


whom they believed to be the late 
President John Kennedy, wwas re- 
vealed to her husband, Edward Leon 
Cunningham, 51, in one of several vi- 
sions, she said. 


SHE SAID MEMBERS sold or got 


rid of all material possessions in- 
cluding the television set. A news- 
paper subscription also was stopped 
because there was no need for the 
household 'to' know what was happen- 
ing In the world. 


"God would reveal to us anything 


we needed to know," she said. 


Before her testimony, the defend- 


ants moved that the jury be seques- 
tered because of publicity and for a 
mistrial on grounds the jury already 
had been exposed to prejudicial news- 
paper stories. 


One defendant, Carolyn Cunning- 


ham, 27, accused the prosecutor of 
"letting the press run wild with imag- 
ination and not the facts." Both mo- 
tions were denied. 


THE DEFENDANTS have cited 


Biblical guidance for their acts in the 
killing of the boy, whose decaying 
body was found in a sealed bedroom 
of a Yakima home in September. He 
had been dead for about two months. 


The prosecution rested Saturday af- 


ter Oregon state medical-examiner 
William Brady testified' he found 
bruises on the arms, legs, bottom of 
the feet and lower back of the boy's 
body. 


Debra Marie Wellbacher, 20, Da- 


vid's mother, and Lorraine Edwards 
20, also are defendants. 


Daley asks record 
$1.2 billion budget

Mayor Richard J. Daley Monday 


asked the City Council to approve a 
record city budget of more than $1,2 
billion for 1977 that includes pay 
raises for all city employes and a 
slight cut in property taxes. 


The pay rasies will range from 3 


per cent for white collar workers to 
5.5 per cent for the majority of police 
and firefighters. 


The budget provides for a drop of 


slightly more than $600,000 in the 
property tax levy, which translates to 
a savings of about $1 a year for prop- 
erty owners, city budget director Ed- 
ward Bcdore said. 


The $1.2 billion proposed budget is 


an increase of 2.0 per cent, or $34 mil- 
lion, over the 1976 budget. • 


The proposal includes an Increase In 


water rates for the first time since 


. 1973.

cost as much as the rest of the entire 
system. 


In Illinois, the interstate system is 


99 per cent completed, Adorjan said. 
There is, however, a new worry about 
what government agency will finance 
the maintenance costs.

for 90 per cent of the $62 billion sys- 
tem; no federal funds are provided 
for repaving and repairs to the miles 
of smooth concrete. 


"We believe the federal government 


has a responsibility for maintenance," 
Adorjan added. 


While 99 per cent of the Illinois sys- 


tem is finished, work is still underway 
on a bypass around Peoria and sec- 
tions of 1-55 to replace the aging U.S. 
Rtc. 66 which crosses the state from 
Chicago to St. Louis before heading 
west to Los Angeles. 


THE 1 PER CENT of the system 


remaining incomplete does not in- 
clude the controversial Crosstown Ex- 
pressway, Adorjan said. 


"That would have been 1-494," he 


said. Endless political wrangling -be- 
tween Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley and Gov. Daniel Walker blocked 
construction of the expressway. 


The incomplete sections Include a 


bypass around East St. Louis and a 
bridge across the Mississippi River 
connecting with 1-270 in St. Louis. 


Supplemental freeways, like the ex- 


tension of 111. Rte. 53 north of Dundee 
Road is about all that is on the hori- 
zon of expressway construction sys- 
tem, but it may be some time before 
those projects begin.

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Arab army 
takes Beirut 
peacefully 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — A pow- 


erful Syrian-dominated Arab army 
overran Beirut peacefully Monday. 
Troops separated rival Christian and 
Moslem militias, swept away barriers 
dividing cost and west and made the 
capital one city again. 


Flowers festooned tanks and artil- 


lery and Beirut's women and children 
clapped and waved as the armored 
columns entered the city. Even some 
leftist militiamen, who had been the 
Syrian troops' bitter foes, welcomed 
tho soldiers with kisses, shouts of ap- 
proval and shoU tired In the air. 


The "Operation Beirut" force of 


about 6,000 men plowed straight 
through some of he bloodiest battlo 
sites of Lebanon's 19-month civil war, 
Including tho southern suburbs, the 
port, the commercial district, the ho- 
tel district and the museum on tht 
"green lino" that separated the capi- 
tal's Christian and Moslem districts. 


RIVAL GUNMEN pounded away at 


each other until the Arab force moved 
In at dawn, but they faded from sight 
before the firepower of the Arab 
peace-keeping troops. 


Only two incidents — a sniper and a 


land mine — disrupted the methodic- 
al, well coordinated sweep Into Beirut. 


A sniper In a neighborhood of high- 


rise apartments controlled by Chris- 
tian rightist troops fired on advancing 
Syrian troops, who returned fire and 
killed him. 


A LAND MINE that exploded in the 


city's commercial district wounded 
four civilians and three Syrian sol- 
diers, one seriously, an official for the 
Arab forces said. 


The columns of troops, mainly Syr- 


ians, were.leavened by a sprinkling of 
Saudi Arabian, Sudanese and Libyan 
solicitors who had been stationed in 
the Beirut area since June. 


The final push into tho heart of the 


city, completed between dawn and 
noon, capped a drive by Syrian forces 
from tho central mountains east of 
Beirut through leftist and rightist ter- 
ritory to tho city gates last Wednes- 
day. 


AFTER POSTIONS around the cap- 


ital have been consolidated, the secur- 
ity plan of President Ellas Snrkls 
called for the Arab army to push 
north of Tripoli and south to Sidon. 


No Arab peace-keeping troops were 


expected to move beyond the Lltanl 
river In the south, since Israel has 
repeatedly declared it would not toler- 
ate a large Arab force near its north- 
ern border. 


An officer told residents of south- 


eastern Tayyouneh, "We ore here for 
peace only. We are not with one group 
against another, cast or west. We ore 
for Lebanon." 


AT THE "GREEN lino" that has 


split the city in two for months, Mos- 
lem and Christians walked together in 
the rubble of collapsed buildings and 
spent shell casings on a stretch of 
road whose once stately street lights 
have become so bullet-riddled they 
sag like wilted flowers. 


A journalist overheard a conversa- 


tion between a reunited Palestinian 
and a right-wing National Liberal — 
friends in the past turned into mortal 
enemies by the war. 


"Ellc, do you remember the Grad 


missiles that kept fallng on the inter- 
nal security building near tire Hotel 
Dicu Hospital" bragged the Palesti- 
nian. "1 was tho one who fired them." 


"Oh really" replied the Christian 


rightist. "Well, I've been shelling the 
Barblr hospital so often that now I 
can fire mortars without aiming and 
still hit It." 


Vietnam's bid to join U N 


rejected on vote by V. S. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 


United States Monday vetoed tho ap- 
plication of Vietnam to become the 
146th member of the United Nations. 


As expected, Ambassador William 


Scronton cast the 18th U.S. veto In UN 
history, carrying out Washington's do- 
terainatlon to keep Vietnam out of 
the world organization until Hanoi 
gives an accounting of 800 American 
servicemen missing In action in tho 
Vietnam war. 


The veto went against appeals from 


32 member nations and a petition 
from 20,000 Americans to give Viet- 
nam membership. 


Tho Security Council vote was 14-1 


in favor of recommending Vietnam 
for admission by the General Assem- 
bly, but the negative U.S. vote killed 
tho resolution sponsored by 10 council 
members, including the Soviet Union, 
China and France. 


A SYRIAN T-54 tank of the Arab peace- 
keeping force rumbles into Beirut's shattered 


commercial district Monday as the Syrian- 
dominated fores swept into the capital. 


Women and children clapped and waved as 
the columns entered the city. 


Parents held responsible 
County passes vandalism rule

Vandals in unincorporated Cook 


County and their parents can be fined 
up to $1,000 while the vandals can be 
placed under court supervision for up 
to one year. 


The Cook County Board Monday 


unanimously approved a vandalism 
ordinance designed to make parents 
responsible for any destruction of 
property by their children. 


The ordinance, proposed by subur- 


ban Comr. Mary McDonald, will allow 
the courts to penalize vandals without 
putting them through the juvenile jus- 
tice system and leaving them without 
a permanent police record. 


"WE HOPE that this will cut down 


vandalism," Mrs. McDonald, a Re- 
publican said. She said the ordinance 
was prompted by "excessive damage 
in the forest preserve" caused by van- 


dais.

Persons arrested and put under 


court supervision for vandalism also 
may be required to: 


• Work, pursue a course of study or 


seek vocational training. 


• Undergo medical or psychiatric 


treatment or treatment for drug ad- 
diction or alcholism. 


• Make restitution for the damage 


done, not to exceed $1,000. 


Panel begins assassinations inquiry 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


committee on assassinations, meeting 
formally for tho first time, announced 
Monday that a task force of 170 per- 
sons will conduct what it hoped will 
be the final, definitive investigation of 
the murders of John Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King. 


Rep. Thomas M. Downing, com- 


mittee chairman until he retires at 
the end of this year, told reporters af- 
ter a two-hour closed session, "We're 
going down every street until we get a 
blind alley ... Congress mandated us 
to do a thorough job." 


Walter Fauntroy, Democratic dele- 


gate from the District of Columbia 
and newly named chairman of a sub- 
committee to investigate the King 
slaying, said: "We wont to find out 
what the evidence is and follow it 
where it leads, no matter where." 


A SUBCOMMITTEE concentrating 


on the Kennedy killing 13 years ago 
this month will be headed by-Rep. 
Richardson Preyer, D-N.C. 


Downing said the full committee 


. had asked the FBI and CIA for all 


d o c u m e n t s and memoranda per- 


taining to the assassinations. An aide 
told UPI that a two-foot-high stack al- 
ready had come In from the CIA. 


Downing and Sprague said they had 


not yet seen a reported 1964 memo 
from FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
in 1064 which stated that Lee Harvey 
Oswald told Cuban officials he was 
going to kill President Kennedy more 
than a month before he actually did 
so. 


Oswald was known to have visited 


the Cuban Embassy In Mexico City 
before Kennedy was shot. 


THE HOOVER MEMO, according 


to press reports, was found after a 
new search of bureau files at the com- 
mittee's request. 


Rep. Christopher J. Dodd, D-Conn., 


another member of tho committee, 
said the panel should "make it one of 
its first orders of business to obtain 
and evaluate" that document. 


Downing, who is expected to be re- 


placed as chairman by Rep. Henry B. 
Gonzalez, D-Tex., when the new Con- 
gress convenes in January, said an in- 
vestigative crew of 170 "sounds like a 
lot of people." 


But he said Mt actually is a "bare 


bones staff" for the immense job, 
compared to that used by the Warren 
Commission which investigated the 
Kennedy killing. 


THE WARREN Commission con- 


cluded that Oswald acted alone in as- 
sassinating Kennedy. Evidence since 
Indicates the FBI and CIA knew far 
more about Oswald's Cuban con- 
nections and had other background 
which the Warren panel and sub- 
sequent, congressional 
investigative 


bodies never saw. 


Tho committee spent the afternoon 


watching films of the actual Kennedy 
shooting. 


One film strip has been interpreted 


by some as showing one or more 
people, possibly with rifles, standing 
on a grassy knoll overlooking the Ken- 
nedy motorcade at the time of the 
shooting. But Downing, after viewing 
the film again Monday said, "I didn't 
see any people on the hill." 


The committee was scheduled Tues- 


day morning to view slides and pic- 
tures taken immediately after King 
was killed. 


• If a minor, to reside with his par- 


ents or in a foster home, attend 
school, attend a non-residential youth 
program or contribute to his own sup- 
port at home or in a foster home. 


A CONVICTED VANDAL can clear 


his record by completing court super- 
vision without a repeat offense. Any 
repeat, however, will mean that his 
police record will show the vandalism 
charge. 


Mrs. McDonald said the ordinance 


gives the courts great flexibility in ad- 
ministering penalties. "It's up to the 
judge," she said, noting penalties can 
be tailored to the offender. 


Many parents have abdicated re- 


sponsibility for their children's behav- 
ior, Mrs. McDonald said. Parents now 
will be required to attend every hear- 
ing at which their child may be 
charged, she said. 


The ordinance holds parents respon- 


sible for failing to prevent vandalism. 
A parent, however, can defend him- 
self by proving that he "exercised 
his duty to restrain the minor from 
committing the act" but was unsuc- 
cessful. 


THE PARENTS will be liable for 


any fine or condition or restitution im- 
posed by the court upon a minor for 
acts of vandalism. 


Mrs. McDonald said the ordinance 


was modeled after vandalism ordi- 
nances in several suburbs. Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, Mount Prospect, 
DCS Plaines and Schaumburg have 
such ordinances. 


County Board Pres. George W. 


Dunne said the ordinance will apply 
to all areas of unincorporated Cook 
County and county forest preserves, 
but will not apply to forest preserve 
areas lying within village or city lim- 
its.

Confessed rape slayer Richard Macck, a suspect in two "teeth 


bite" murders, has denied he killed Sally Kandcl, 14, beaten to 
death near her Carol Stream home in September 1972, a Du Page 
County official said Monday. Mark Kowalczyk, the acting state's 
attorney, said Du Page County investigators interviewed Macck 
last week in a psychiatric unit of the Wisconsin state penitentiary 
In Waupun. "He indicated he did not do it," Kowalczyk said. "He 
was very helpful. He gave us Information that may lead to finding 
out where he was" on tho day of Miss Kandel's murder. 


Another man, Richard Mllono, 24, Wheatnn, was convicted in 


1973 of the Kandcl slaying, and tho conviction was upheld Friday 
by the Illinois Appellate Court. The prosecution's case was built in 
part on testimony of dental experts who sold a teeth mark on Miss 
Kandel's right thigh matched Mllone's teeth. 


AMA gives §25,000 for TV study

Metropolitan briefs 
Firemen talks 
remain stalled 


Attempts to set procedures for further contract negotiations be- 


tween Springfield and local firemen's union stalled Monday In a 
five-day-old strike which has landed four union leaders In Jail. 
Sangomon County Associate Circuit Judge Richard J. Cadagin 
Jailed the firemen Sunday for disobeying a temporary restraining 
order barring them from striking. After all-dw communications 
Monday between attorneys for the city and Local 37 of the Inter- 
national Assn. of Firefighters failed to turn up agreeable guide- 
lines for further negotiations, Cadagln postponed a hearing on the 
situation until Tuesday afternoon. 


"I don't expect anything to be done tonight," Cadagin told re- 


porters In announcing the hearing delay. Union attorney Thomas 
Sonncborn said he and city attorney Bradley Blodgett did not 
discuss "substantive Issues" In their meetings Monday. 


'Hot' underwear claim denied 


John S. Ervln v/as so burned up — literally — by some thermal 


underwear he bought at Scars, Roebuck & Co., he sued the depart- 
ment store for negligence. But the Illinois Supreme Court ruled 
Monday his claim has no foundation. Ervin, a welder from Alton, 
was wearing a pair of Sears thermal underwear in 1963 when a 
spark from his torch dropped down his coveralls and "lodged in 
plaintiff's groin area." according to the court's opinion. 


Ervin's underwear Ignited, and before coworkers could pull him 


from the 400-foot, narrow shaft in which he was working, Ervin • 
was engulfed by flames and severely burned. Ervln went to court, 
claiming Scars failed to warn customers the thermal underwear 
was highly flammable. The supreme court, however, agreed with 
a lower court Jury finding that "the product in question was not 
unreasonably dangerous in regard to flammablllty.." 


Chamber supports Walker vetoes 


The president of the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce sold 


Monday the legislature should not restore Gov. Daniel Walker's 
spending cuts. Otherwise, the new administration will be "saddled 
with huge deficits," said Lester W. Brann Jr., head of the 19,000- 
momber business group. Tho General Assembly returns Wednes- 
day to consider Walker's 81 vetoes. Forty-eight are reductions 
totaling some 1300 million in the $10.4 billion fiscal 1077 budget sent 
him by the legislature. 


Attorney held in contempt, fined 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Saul A. Epton found attorney 


Isaiah Sklpp Gant in contempt of court Monday and fined him 
$1,000 for refusing to begin a narcotics cose which has been pend- 
ing for four years. Gant, who walked out of court, was taken into 
custody by sheriff's deputies and ordered to jail until he paid the 
fine. Epton said Nathaniel Spurlark, 67, arrested on Chicago's 
South Side In August 1972 on charges of possessing .$2 million in 
drugs, had been through 10 judges and was granted more than 70 
continuances. 


Gant said Spurlark told him ho did not want him as an attorney. 


The Judge said it was "Indecent" the case had not yet come to 
trial. He said Gant was In "direct contempt of court" for refusing 
to defend Spurlark. 


Epton said It was wrong for Gant and his law partners, R. 


Eugene Plncham and T. Lee Boyd Jr., to have more business than 
they could handle within a reasonable time. 


Only enough 
vaccine for 1 
in 10 kids: U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In tho lat- 


est setback for President Ford's 
swine flu immunization program, the 
U.S. Public Health Service said Mon- 
day only one In every 10 American 
children may get the shots because of 
a vaccine shortage. 


There will be enough vaccine, how- 


ever, to immunize chronically 111 chil- 
dren between 3 and 18, the health ser- 
vice sold. 


The agency also announced that its 


advisory committee on Immunization : 
practices now recommends a second 
swine flu shot, four weeks after the 
first shot, for young adults aged 18-24. 


"WHILE IT IS clear that we have 


the formula to provide a safe and ef- 
fective vaccine for children, it is also 
clear that not nearly enough will be 
available before the influenza season 
nears its end," said Theodore Cooper, 
assistant Health, Education and Wel- 
fare secretary. 


He said only 8 million doses of the 


split-virus vaccine suitable for chil- 
dren will be available before Febru- 
ary. 


Since two innovations would be 


necessary for each youngster, only 4 
million of America's 40 million chil- 
dren between ages 3-18 could be im- 
munized. These shots also ore to be 
given four weeks apart. 


Cooper has nursed the President's 


$133 million swine flu campaign 
through malpractice insurance prob- 
lems, scattered scientific opposition 
and, more recently, public apathy in 
some areas toward getting the recom- 
mended shots. 


"WE WOULD HAVE preferred to 


have had sufficient vaccine to offer it 
to all children, who are as susceptible 
to Influenza as adults," he said of the 
latest problem. "Fortunately, healthy 
children do not have the same risk of 
serious complications as older individ- 
uals." 


An agency spokesman said the 


shortage became evident three weeks 
ago when it was determined that chil- 
dren would need a split rather than a 
whole virus. Whole-virus vaccines 
caused more fever and other side ef- 
fects in children during field tests. 


But split-virus production is con- 


ducted primarily by only one of the 
four swine flu vaccine manufacturers 
— Parke-Davis Co. Most of its split- 
virus vaccine has gone into a bivalent 
vaccine aimed at protecting elderly 
and chronically ill persons against 
both swine flu and the A-Victoria 
virus. 


Limited supplies of split-virus vac- 


cine that are available will be sent to 
states on a population basis for dis- 
tribution through big city clinics to 
children in crowded living conditions 
that make them more susceptible to 
infection. Some supplies also will be 
available for private doctors.

The num- 
ber was just 300 short of what the vil- 
lage had estimated, a health official 
sold. 


Sam Papson, DCS Plaines public 


health director, said there were "no 
problems at all" in connection with 
the city's clinic. 


A total of 6,827 people were vacci- 


nated In two days at Maine West High 
School. 


AT WHEELING High School, where 


Wheeling and Prospect Heights jointly 
sponsored a clinic, 4,210 persons re- 
ceived swine flu shots over the week- 
end, sold Pat Sumner, Prospect 
Heights deputy clerk. 


John Domar, manager of the clinic 


at Buffalo Grove High School, said 
4,670 persons were Inoculated "with- 
out any problem whatsoever."

Illinois Supreme Court Monday or- 
dered the State Board of Elections out 
of business effective next March 15 
because of two constitutional defects 
in the way the legislature established 
the board. 


The court ruled in a case brought 


by Gov. Daniel Walker in an attempt 
to prevent an investigation of his 
campaign contributions. The justices 
said the board was improperly ap- 
pointed and drawing lots to resolve 
ties on the bipartisan, four-member 
board is unconstitutional. 


• The decision means the legislature 
will have to try again to fulfill the 
mandate of tlie 1870 state constitution 
that a strong, Independent board bo 
established to run the state's election 
machinery. 


THE PIUMAIIY ISSUE In the case 


was the validity of the appointment 
section of the law. The statute pro- 
vided that each of the four 'legislative 
leaders nominate two prospective 
members to the board. The governor 
then picked four of the eight to serve. 
Vacancies are to be filled in the same 
fashion. 


Walker said that provision violated 


a section of tiro state constitution 
which specifies the legislature "shall, 
have no power to elect or appoint offi- 
cers of the executive branch." . 


The court agreed. "While it may 


technically bo true that the governor 
retains the power to appoint board 
members, that power Is so limited by 
statute that we must find the legisla- 
tive leaders do participate in the de 
facto exorcise of the appointive pow- 
er," the justices said. ' 


Justice Walter V. Schaefer did not 


participate in the case and Justice 


Robert Underwood filed an opinion 
. agreeing on the unconstitutionolity of 
the appointment process • but dis- 
senting from the decision of the ma- 
jority on the tie-breaker. 


THE TIE-BUEAKEK question in- 


volves the nature of the board itself. 
The constitution requires that no polit- 
ical party have a majority of the 
members — but does not address the 
question of how decisions ore to be 
made when the parties are involved in 
a standoff. 


. T h e legislature decided that in the 


event of a tie vote, tho four members 
draw lots and the loser drops out 
while another vote is taken. 
• Tho net effect of that procedure, the 
court said, is to decide partisan mat- 
ters by chance, rather than deliber- 
ation. 


"We realize that the remaining 


members are not inflexibly precluded 
from altering their prior views upon 
the disqualification of their col- 
league," the decision sold. "Never- 
theless, it strains credulity to suggest 
that any shift of position would be 
likely to occur, given the fact that the 
tie-breaker comes into operation only 
when the inability to reach agreement 
produces a deadlock." 


In a separate case, the court also 


held the governor has the power to 
summarily dismiss members of the 


. Board of Elections for cause. But the 


justices said be may not summarily 
dismiss a board member because of 


i the "unique" nature of the office. 
. 'The justices therefore allowed to 
stand a Cook County Circuit Court or-. 
der preventing Walker from firing 
Franklin Lundlng Jr. as a member. 
Walker had attempted to fire Lunding 
for refusing to make public the details 
of his personal finances.

Armed robberies are big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa Claiis and 


reindeer, Christmas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses.' . 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists ana 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like, gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make Identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 


this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: > 


• A height chart to place at the 


' doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to make persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said.

Since cattle still come to mar- 
ket in their fur coats and we share the 
cost of the waste portions of bone and 


fat, who's winning? The consumer — 
target prey of the industry — lost that 
race even before he knew he was run- 
ning. 


Now a new track is being set up to 


give the consumer yet another run for 
his money. And this race too is 
"fixed". I wonder how many people 
have noticed — and share my dismay 
at — the amount of fat now coming 
out of the poultry industry, again at 
our expense. One expects a fat duck 


or a fat old hen for stewing, but a fat 
frying chicken? 


The other night I roasted two cut up 


fryers hi an effort to avoid too much 
fried food in our diet. When they were 
done, there was as much melted fat hi 
the bottom of the pan as there would 
have been had I roasted an equal 
quantity of pork! While I agree there 
are many excellent uses for rendered 
chicken fat, so it need not be a total 
waste, these are limited and if the in- 


dustry continues to follow this course 
we will soon be swimmin' in it. The 
only "home base" the racing con- 
sumer will be able to slide into — 
once he's been sold all tills excess 
chicken — will be the 'poor house.'

flicted with lawsuit sickness. 


The number of people suing com- 


panies for allegedly defective prod- 
ucts is rapidly rising, says The Con- 
ference Board, and so is the cost of 
product liability insurance — the 
manufacturers' counterpart of medi- 
cal malpractice insurance. 


According to on analysis by the 


New York-based, business-supported 
organization, total premiums paid for 
product liability Insurance amounted 
to $1.6.billion in 1975 — twice that 
paid for all medical malpractice pre- 
miums. 


Nor are only big corporations feel- 


ing the impact. A growing number of 
small firms report difficulties in ob- 
taining product liability insurance, 
with the result that many are going 
"self-insured," which is a synonym 
for "uninsured." 


Rising product liability costs are 


clearly being fueled by the rising ex- 
pectations of consumers regarding 
both the products they buy and the 
responsibility of manufacturers to as- 
sure that the products are safe, says 
The Conference Board. 


Cited as another factor is a shift in 


the judicial climate which is making 
it easier for persons to collect for 
product-related injuries. Individuals 
need not prove that a manufacturer 
has been negligent or has violated ei- 
ther an expressed or implied warran- 
ty. 


Even consumers who have improp- 


erly used a product have received 
awards, and the size of awards is 
steadily getting bigger. 


It's a bad time to be an insurer, but 


a very good time to be a lawyer. 


From another source comes the re- 


port that "police and sheriffs' depart- 
ments throughout the United States 
are staggering under skyrocketing in- 
surance premiums for protection 
against suits alleging false arrest, 
false imprisonment and assault" 


This year hundreds of high-risk de- 


partments will lose their insurance 
because of these lawsuits, and more 
plan to drop their insurance because 
of its high cost, says the National Ob- 
server. 


Los Angeles, for example, paid 


$7,000 for claims against its police in 
1965. Last year, claims totalled nearly 
SI .5 million. 


Boulder, Colo., was recently hit by 


a $180,000 judgment against its police 
department. Insurance covered the 
loss, but Boulder will lose its police 
insurance this year. 


The huge increase in lawsuits has 


produced some profound changes for 
the better in law-enforcement proce- 
dures and policies, notes the Observ- 
er, even as it has put the fear of God 
into physicians and manufacturers. 


Since all consumers and citizens are 


ultimately paying the costs of this up- 
surge in litigation, it can only be 
hoped that we will all ultimately bene- 
fit from better medical care, more 
professional police work and safer 
products.

Industrial output 
off .1% in 2 months 


Industrial production dropped 0.5 per cent in October and was 


revised down 0.2 per cent In September — the first drops in the 
key indicator since the economic recovery began more than a year 
ago, the Federal Reserve Board said Monday. Although much of 
the downturn was due to strikes, the board said there nevertheless 
would hove been a decline in October. It was the first decline since 
March, 1075, the final month of the 1074-75 recession that was the 
worst since World War II. The report measures the physical out- 
put of the nation's factories, mines and utilities. 


No postal rate hike in 1977? 


A $15 million surplus by the Postal Service during the three 


months ended Oct. 1 has raised hopes that rate Increases can be 
avoided next year, Postmaster Gen. Benjamin Bailar said Mon- 
day. "Our cost control program Is paying off," Bailar said. "We 
achieved this through tightening our operations and improving 
fiscal management. The accomplishment was not at the expense of 
service. "I'm hopeful there will not be any rate Increase in 1977," 
ho said. "If there Is any, it will be very late in the year." But 
Bailor cautioned that operating costs continue to rise with in- 
flation, and there Is a "fundamental" downward trend in the mall 
volume level needed to keep the service In the black.

Jobless trust fund rates hiked 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Labor Monday announced an increase in 


one of the two factors that determine employer contributions to 
the state unemployment insurance fund. The department said the 
"state experience factor" — determined by the amount of money 
paid out to claimants and the amount of money in the Insurance 
trust fund as of June 30 — will Increase nearly threefold from 61 
per cent this year to 158 per cent next year. Sue Kolker, a depart- 
ment representative, said 27 per cent of the employers already 
pay the maximum 4 per cent contribution and will not be affected 
by the increase. She sold another 49 per cent ore paying the 
minimum .1 per cent and they will not be affected if they continue 
to have no layoffs. 


Economists urge tax rebate 


Three economists urged Monday that the federal government 


give at least $8 billion worth of rebates to American taxpayers early 
next year to spur a new economic recovery. The economists, testi- 
fying before the Senate Banking Committee, did not spell out the 
amount the rebates would be worth to each taxpayer, but $17 
billion worth of rebates In 1975 amounted to |200 per person in the 
lower brockets. The recommendations ranged from a "one-shot 
tax rebate . . . In the magnitude of $8 billion" urged by one 
economist to a permanent $10 billion to $12 billion by another and 
more than $12 billion by a third. The recommendation came from 
Henry Kaufman, a partner In Salomon Brothers of New York; 
Allan H. Meltzcr, economics professor at Carnegie Mellon Univer- 
sity; and Benjamin M. Friedman, Harvard University economics 
professor.

Food prices may rise 3% to 4% 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — Retail food 


prices next year may Increase about 3 
to 4 per cent, close to this year's 3 per 
cent gain, which was the smallest in 
five years, Agriculture Department 
experts predicted Monday. 


Analysts reporting at the opening of 


the department's annual Agricultural 
Outlook Conference warned that their 
initial 1977 food and farm price fore- 
casts were tentative. 


The outlook for the second half of 


the year depends heavily on harvests 
of crops which will not be planted ui- 
til next spring, they said. 


BUT ON THE basis of potential big 


crops again in 1977, economist Rex F. 
Daly said indications point to a pos- 
sible increase of 5 to 6 per cent in 
restaurant meal prices, a smaller 
gain in grocery prices, and a com- 
bined all-food price index "averaging 
some 3 to 4 per cent above the aver- 
age for this year." 


Economist James Donald said that 


this year's "moderate" 3 per cent 
gain — the smallest since 1971 — 
means that food has advanced only 
about half as fast as the over-all cost 
of living index and therefore has been 
slowing the increase in the over-all 
cost of living. 


The 3 per cent advance followed 


jumps of 8.5 per cent last year and 
14.5 per cent In each of the two pre- 
ceding years. 


All of this year's retail food gain 


came because of increases in middle- 
men's marketing margins, Donald 
said. The farmer's return for foods in 
a typical market basket for 1976 will 
be down about 4 per cent from last 
year, he said. 


Consumers would have seen retail 


food prices rise only 1.25 per cent this 
year, Donald said, if they had pur- 
chased only American farm-produced 
foods at groceries. The over-all gain 
rose to 3 per cent because of increas-

Strong earthquake

The Royal Hong Kong Observatory recorded the earthquake at 


0:57 p.m. (8:57 a.m. CST). A seismic laboratory in Strasbourg, 
France, sold It registered 7.0 on the open-ended Rlchter scale, and 
Marcus Baath of the Uppsala Institute In Sweden said the tremor 
was "big enough for certain damage." 


Another earthquake hit the Khorramabad Loreston area' of 


southwestern Iron and new tremors shook northeastern Khorassan 
province where 17 persons were killed and 260 Injured earlier this 
month, government officials said. The Khorramabad quake regis- 
tered 4.6 on tho Rlchter scale, officials said. They said there were 
no immediate reports of casualties or damage. 


Blacks split on Rhodesia 


Black nationalist leaders split Monday over Britain's com- 


promise formula at (he Rhodesia peace talks calling for a flexible 
transition period of 12 to 15 months before the former colony can 
gain Independence under black majority rule. Two of the nation- 
alist leaders — militants Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, who 
hove united in a "Patriotic Front" determined to oust the white 
regime as soon as possible — said a definite date for independence 
must be set, and discussions on the formation of an interim gov- 
ernment cannot occur until that issue Is resolved.

Nazi atrocities against Jews during 
World War II. Two said they were in- 
nocent and a third had his hearing 
postponed. 


The three - Karlis Detlavs, 65, of 


Baltimore, Boleslavs MaikovskU, 72, 
of Mlneola, N.Y., and Bruno Ka- 
minskas, 74, of Hartford, Conn. — 
. were accused of shooting Jews or se- 
lecting them for execution in Eastern 
Europe. 


All three were charged with violat- 


ing Immigration laws by lying about 
their past. The U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service wants them out 
of the country. 


DETLAVS, A - retired electrical 


worker who came to the United States 
from Latvia 26 years ago, pleaded in- 
nocent at his hearing in Baltimore. He 
refused to talk to reporters but said 
earlier, "I never did anything. I am 
not guilty." 


After the plea, an immigration ser- 


vice hearing officer delayed further 
proceedings to study defense motions 
and other procedural matters. A date 
for the government to begin its case 
will be set. 


Malkovslds, a retired carpenter who 


came to America 'from Latvia in 1951, 
declined to enter a plea and won a 
delay until Jan. 10 in his deportation 
hearing in New York City. His lawyer 
said he had not had enough time to 
prepare his defense. 


The government said Detlavs, as a 


member of the Latvian Legion, took 
part in the shooting of Jews and the 
selection of others for execution, and 
personally assaulted several Jews in 
Latvia in 1941. 


"I was not even in Latvia the whole 


time of the war," Detlavs, who lost a 
foot to cancer and now walks with a 
cane, said earlier. "I was in Russia."

Malkovskls, as a Latvian SS lieuten- 
ant, In seven instances selected Jew- 
ish men, women and children for exe- 
cution and beatings in Latvia during

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Jimmy Car- 


ter, making his first White House ap- 
pointment, named long-tune aide Jody 
Powell as press secretary Monday 
and Invited "interested citizens" to 
make suggestions for filling other 
posts. 


Carter told his second news confer- 


ence since election day that'the selec- 
tion process has been "slow and 
methodical,"- and Powell's appoint- 
ment is the only one he has decided so 
far. 


The president-elect said he had 


"complete confidence" in Powell. 


POWELL, 32, is believed to be Car- 


ter's alter ego and closest confidant. 
He joined Carter's staff as a full-time 
driver during his campaign for gover- 
nor, and became press secretary after 
the election. 


A former cadet who was dismissed 


from the Air Force Academy, Powell 
received a BA degree in political sci- 
ence from Georgia State and has 
nearly completed work on his docto- 
rate from Emory. 


Powellf dismissed from the Air 


Force Academy for cheating, and in 
an interview with UPI two months 
ago, said: "I cheated. There were no 
particularly 
extenuating 
circum- 


stances for it. I hope I learned some- 
thing from it. Whether I did or not, it 
was a mistake, a serious one." 


Carter repeated his Intention to 


"work closely" with Vice President- 
' elect Walter Mondale — who arrives 
in Plains Tuesday — In choosing .the 
top men for their administration. 


CARTER SAID he had a list of 6,000 


or 7,000 persons as possible office 
holders, and he Invited "all interested 
citizens" to submit their recommen- 
dations. 


He said he would call on "dis- 


tinguished Americans" to advise him 
on the recommendations.

"I will personally interview the se- 


lections for major posts," Carter said. 
"I have not made a decision about 
any of these appointees" with ex- 
ception of Powell.

Thyroid problem 
needs evaluation 


I urn now 40 and 10 yean ago I had a thyroid operation. My 


parathyroid glands were nlio removed by mistake. 


I went through my menopause Immediately with cramping of 


my hands and legs and muscle spasms and also convulsions. The 
doctor put me on calcium and phosphorus but kept increasing It 
unltl I wax on 35 pills a day, which Is hard to'swallow. 


Lately I have been taking chewoble pills which contain 750 milli- 


grams of calcium and 580 milligrams of phosphorus. Could you tell 
me what would be the right amount of these' to take? 


I hadn't had a convulsion In almost two years, but in the last two 


months I have had three of them. I live alone and It is very . 
frightening since I have no idea when I will have one. I have been 
to five doctors and they just put me on more pills. I cannot drink 
or eat egg*. 


"I wake up all bruised and with black eyes. Is there any way this 


can be controlled? 


Presuming that you are correct In your interpretation that the 


convulsions are secondary to low parathyroid function, the prob- 
lem should be solvable. 


The parathyroid glands, on each side of the throid gland, are 


sometimes damaged during surgery. This Is often temporary,, but 
your 10 year history means that the damage In your case is per- 
manent. 


These tiny glands help regulate the level of calcium in 'your 


blood. When they are gone or damaged the blood calcium falls. 
Tho low blood calcium, not the menopause, causes the muscle 
cramps, tctany and convulsions that you have experienced. Usual-' 
ly thcso symptoms can be controlled if the blood calcium'can be 
maintained at sufficiently high levels. In your case this must have 
been uncommonly difficult. 


The blood calcium Is elevated by giving calcium and vitamin D. 


The vitamin D is very important in the absence of parathyroid 
glands and it is given In very large doses. This Is not the kind of 
vitamin therapy you should try to regulate yourself but needs to be 
part of your treatment program. Some doctors prefer to use crys- 
talline dlhydrotachysterol called simply A.T. -10 rather than vita- 
min D because it can be much more rapidly eliminated from the 
body if you get Into trouble with too largo a dose. 


Anyone who has had as much trouble in regulation as you have 


had and who is now having convulsions that are not controlled 
should have an evaluation by an cndrocrlnoiogy clinic or specialist 
in endrocrinology. Ask your doctor to send you to the nearest 
university medical center endocrinology section for a more com- 
plete evaluation.

arc experiencing. Menopause does not cause your symptoms. Oth- 
ers who want this issue, can send 60 cents for it with a long, 
stamped, self-addressed envelope.

Drinking ah art 
doctor claims 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


If whiskey makes you drunk on oc- 


casion, maybe it's not all your fault. 
. It's probably due In part to being an 
American. You see, Americans aren't 
taught the "art of responsible drink- 
ing." 


The word conies from Dr. Morris 


Chafetz, former head of the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse. He wants 
to help Americans to master the 
drinking art. 


While 'Chafetz was at the Institute's 


helm, it funded the. controversial 
Rand Corporation Report showing 
certain recovered alcoholics can drink 
safely again. 


He doesn't understand the con- 


troversy since "60 similar studies 
came to a similar conclusion." 


"AMERICANS don't know how to 


drink," he said in an interview. 
"They've never been taught. 
' "There Is an art and responsibility 
that Involves individuals and groups. 
This has not'been stressed at all. 


"People get turned off by bureau- 


crats and experts telling them what to 
do about drinking. I believe In trust- 
ing people to make their own deci- 
sions. If you level with them and 
share the scientific secrets they will 
participate in the decision about 
drinking — and how to do it." 


The scientist attempts to "level with 


people" in a new book "Why Drinking 
Can Be Good For You" (Stein and 
Day). 


HE SAID alcohol can be beneficial 


to your health, .when used properly 
and In measured amounts. 


"This is not a recommendation that 


everyone drink," he said. "For some 
a drop is too much. 
. 


"Drinking is a personal, private 


decision and the last thing a person 
wants is to have an expert tell him 
what to do." 


The main benefit of drinking, ac- 


cording to the authority on alcohol 
abuse: Helping along the human expe- 
rience, of socializing, the "social lub- 
ricant" role. 


Used properly, alcohol does not kill 


brain cells as commonly believed, 
does not shorten the life span of the 
drinker nor reduce his ability to think 
clearly, according to Chafetz. 


His rules for improving drinking 


habits so'drinking can be good for 
you: 


• Always cat something before 


drinking and while drinking. Bulky 
foods — bread, meat, creamy 
spreads. 


• Avoid noisy watering holes which 


increase tension and create a need for 
more liquor. 
^ 


• Measure the amount of alcohol 


that goes into a drink. 


4 Remember you ore dispensing a 


drug. No guest should pour his own 
drink. 


• Avoid pretzels, potato chips, and 


other salty snacks. Alcohol should not 
be asked to quench an unquenchable 
thirst. 


• Display nonalcoholic beverages 


so guests don't feel obliged to drink. 


• How much to drink? "Most 


people can enjoy the benefits of alco- 
hol and avoid the pain If they drink no 
more than one and a half ounces of 
absolute alcohol per day."

"I guess the cocktail of responsible 


drinking contains ... a jigger of self- 
respect combined with a dash of com- 
mon sense poured over cubes of 
knowledge and stirred well with 
people."

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State supreme court rules 
Grandparents don't have 
grandchildren visit right 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - The 


Illinois Supreme Court Monday ruled 
that a divorce decree cannot include 
wording giving grandparents a formal 
right to visit their grandchildren. 


The .justices ruled In a case In- 


volving John C. Sctccka, Cicero, 
whose divorced daughter, Carol Ann 
Chodzko, had refused him the right to 
visit her children. 


When Setecka was Informed of the 


ruling ho said, "I think they're all 
wrong." 


Ho said he didn't want to discuss 


the details of the case, which has been 
in court since 1071, because he feared 
It would embarrass his grandchildren.- 
But Setecka said he doesn't know why 
his daughter refuses to let him see 
her children. 


"YOU MAY THINK that's strange, 


but I don't know," he said. "It didn't 
come out in court because she didn't 


want a hearing." 


Mrs. Chodzko could not be reached 


for comment. 


The case began in Cook County Cir- 


cuit Court when Setecka asked a 
judge to modify Mrs. Chodzko's di- 
vorce decree, which staged formally 
he could not visit her children. 


Setecka asked in his suit that the 


prohibition bo lifted because there 
was a "deep and abiding love" be- 
tween him and his grandchildren. 


He said In the suit he had visited his 


grandchildren regularly in the past, 
bought them clothes and other gifts, 
taken thorn to sporting events and 
•helped pay their private school tui- 
tion. 


The Circuit Court awarded his vis- 


itation rights and the appeals court 
upheld that decision. The Supreme 
Court disagreed. 


MRS. CHODZKO argues in her petl-. 


tlon, the high court ruling said, that 
"visitation privileges can be extended 
to grandparents only when it is shown 
that special circumstances beyond 
mere mutual affection exist to justify 


• an order awarding such .visitation. 


"Since the grandfather's petition to 


intervene contained no allegation of 
such special circumstances and none 
Is shown in the record, the mother 
contends that the trial court erred in 
granting visitation to the grandfather. 


"We agree with the mother's con- 


tention." 
v The justices said • it is "com- 
mendable that a bond of love and af- 
fectipn, as alleged, exists between the 


. grandfather, and the minor children. 


But they said the mother, "who is 


charged with the dally responsibility 
of rearing the children," should retain 
the right to decide who may or may 
not visit them.

High court to hear case 
on schools9 racial quotas

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


premo Court Indicated Monday it Is 
anxious to rule on the constitutionality 
of racial quotas for admissions to col- 
leges and professional schools. 


The justices also agreed to reexam- 


Ine the question of how far employers 
must go In accommodating the reli- 
gious beliefs of employes In setting 
work schedules — an issue on which it 
deadlocked two '.racks ago. 


In the educrdon case, the court at 


the request, m California temporarily 
blocked a stall Supreme Court deci- 
sion striking down a minority quota 
system for admission to the Univer- 
sity of California at Davis medical 
school. 


THE COURT told the state to sub- 


mit a petition for full review within 30 
days, and the stay is effective until 
the justices dispose oC the case. Such 
stays often signal a willingness to 
grant full review of the Issues. 
i 


Allan Bakke, 36, white, sued the 


state after he twice was turned down 
for admission to the medical scbool. 
The university acknowledged Bakke 
was more qualified than some minor- 
ity applicants who were accepted, but 
said 16 per cent of the school's 100 
freshman seats were reserved for 
nonwhltcs. 


The California Supreme Court re- 


jected the university's argument that 
the quota was needed to bring minor- 
ities into the medical profession, rul- 
ing by a 6-1 vote that "a quota be- 
comes no less offensive when It serves 
to exclude a racial majority." 


IN 1074, THE U£. Supreme Court 


considered the constitutionality of a 
quota system at a Washington State 
law school, but on a W vote, ruled the 
case moot after the graduation of the 
plaintiff, admitted under court order. 


No such problem seems likely In 


Bakko's case because he has not been 
admitted. The Supreme Court stay 
means he cannot yet demand admis- 
sion. 


On the religion issue, the court took 


for review a case filed in Kansas City 
by Larry G. Hardlson, a member of 
the Worldwide Church of God, against 
Trans World Airlines and the machin- 
ists union. 


Hardison sued after he was fired for 


refusing to work on Saturday, the sab- 
bath observed by his sect. TWA 
claimed that favoring him would viol- 
ate the union contract. 


The case Is similar to one on which 


the justices deadlocked, 4 to 4, two 
weeks ago. Justice John Paul Stevens 
did not sit on that case, but he will do 
so In the new one.

Ford, tanned and slightly slimmer, 
came home Monday from an eight- 
day golfing vacation in Palm Springs, 
Calif., where he may return to live 
after his presidency. 


Aides said he will resume a busy 


work schedule focused on preparation 
of a new federal budget. 


"I think ho to relaxed and rested 


and ready to complete the duties of 
his presidency," Press Sec. Ron Nes- 
sen told reporters aboard Air Force 
One as Ford flew to Washington. 


WHITE HOUSE sources said Ford 


and his wife, Betty, are almost sure to 
settle In Palm Springs after the Presi- 
dent's return to private life and that 
they would leave Washington right af- 
ter the Jan. 20 inauguration of Jimmy 
Carter. 


Nc*scn said the Fords looked over a 


couple of houses for sale as well as

some vacant property In the desert 
resort Sunday, but that "The basic de- 
cision has not been made of where his 
(Ford's) base of operation will be." 


"I think the Fords will spend some 


time In Palm Springs as they have In 
the last 10 or 12 years," he sold. "Be- 
yond that, their plans are not final." 


Ncsscn gave no indication when 


Ford mlcht announce his post-presl- 
dcn'lnl plans, but other White House 
officials said the President was ex- 
pected to make a series of decisions 
soon, prime among them where to 
live. 


NESSEN SAID Ford would get back 


to work Tuesday by meeting with 
various staff members before holding • 
a throe-hotir session with budget dl: 
rector James T. Lynn and others in- 
volved in drafting of the proposed fed- 
eral budget for fiscal 1978, starting 
next Oct. 1.

set. 


• "There's a good chance" that 


Ford will spend next weekend with 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller at 
Rockefeller's Pocantico Hills estate in 
Torrytown, N.Y. Rockefeller invited 
Ford "as a friend and colleague for a 
weekend of relaxation," Ncsscn sold. 


• Ford is considering a "farewell 


speech" to the nation before leaving 
office, but has not decided yet wheth- 
er he will deliver a special address or 
express his personal feelings in the 
course of the last State of the Union 
message, which he will present to 
congress in January. 


Maj. Robert Barrett, the military 


aide who is helping Ford with person- 
al transition plans, said Palm Springs 
is good for Mrs. Ford. "That's one 
reason he likes it. The only place that 
compares would be someplace like 
Arizona." 


The houses Ford looked at were in 


the same complex where Me Presi- 
dent lived during his vacation. He 
stayed in the high-walled villa owned 
by Leonard K. Firestone, the U.S. am- 
bassador to Belgium, and remained 
secluded there except for golf outings, 
a party Wednesday and a hotel recep- 
tion Saturday night.

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DURHAM, N.C. (UPI) - A kidnap- 


ed Virginia state policeman was killed 
Monday during a barrage of gunfire 
at a roadblock In North Carolina when 
officers attempted to halt his abduc- 
tor. 


The s u s p e c t e d kidnaper was 


wounded but hospitalized in stable 
condition. Authorities awaited the re- 
sults of on autopsy to determine 
whether the trooper, Garland W. Fish- 
er, 33, of Petersburg, Va., was killed 
by the kidnaper or by police bullets. 


An autopsy late Monday showed 


Fisher was shot 14 times, but Medical 
Examiner Dr. Wilton Rcavis said a 
decision on who fired the fatal shots 
would have to wait balllstlcts tests. 


The Shootout took place 10 miles 


north of Durham, 70 miles from the 
spot where the trooper was abducted. 


THE SUSPECT In the kidnaping 


was Identified as Rubin Connelly, 33, 
of Atlanta. He was reported in stable 
condition at Duke University Hospital 
where ho was taken for treatment of 
wounds In his chest, knee and hands. 


Col. E. W. Jones, commander of the 


North Carolina Highway Patrol, sold 
his preliminary Investigation failed to 
determine if his officers fired the 
shots which killed Fisher. 


Jones said interviews with patrol- 


men at the roadblock Indicated shots 
had come from the car first. 


Fisher's body was reported to have 


as many as 16 wounds and authorities 
said only the autopsy would determine 
the cause of death, authorities said. 


Jones said investigators believed 


Fisher, a 12-year veteran of the state 
police and father of a 6-year-old girl, 
was shot at least once before the pair 
crossed the state line into North Caro- 
lina. 


HE SAID VIRGINIA police reported 


Fisher made a radio call at 11:44 p.m. 
and said ho had been shot by a man 
who was forcing him to drive to At- 
lanta. 


Virginia authorities believed Fisher 


stopped Connelly for driving down the 
wrong side of 1-83 about one-half mile 
north of where Connelly's car was 
found. 


Jones said ho had interviewed Con- 


nelly's sister In Atlanta and she had 
described him as "very troubled with 
things on his mind." She told Jones 
her brother had never been In any 
trouble and she did not know why ho 
was in Virginia. 


The firing at the roadblock broke 


out, said Jones, when the suspect's 
car pullod over to the shoulder and 
tried to pass the roadblock. Jones said 
the suspect was sitting In the back 
seat. 


"One of the officers Indicated there 


won some firing from Inside the car 
first," Jones said. "I have not been 
able to confirm who fired first" 


Two highway patrol sergeants at 


the scene made the decision to stop 
the car. "I think they were somewhat 
apprehensive about what would hap- 
pen when they got to Durham where 
there are so many exits," said Jones.

Toxic liquids strangling 
New Englander's 3 ponds

CROMWELL, Conn. (UPI) - 


As a boy, Bo Waldle swam and 
fished In the four ponds on his fa- 
ther's land, drawing from their 
still waters what he now wants for 
his children — an appreciation of 
nature. But it's not likely his 
hopes will be realized. 


Waldle, 33, a tall outdoorsman, 


says (ids town's rush to progress 
left three ponds strangling in pol- 
lution's grip. And Waldle Is an 
angry man, a flinty New Englan- 
dor, who vows a fight to the fin- 
ish. 


Toxic liquids are flowing Into 


Ihrco of Wnldle's ponds from a 
nearby town dump and there Is 
little question they ever will be 
the same even if the dump Is 
closed. 


HIS 
FATHER before him 


farmed the land for 32 years when 
Cromwell was another small town 
where neighbor knew neighbor 
and a road to Hartford was known 
as "The Shunplke," a term coined 
by stagecoach drivers who 
shunned main turnpikes to avoid 
their tolls or traffic. 


It was Cromwell's country set- 


ting and closeness to Hartford, 15 
miles to the north, that appealed 
to real estate developers. Con- 
dominiums appeared. Industry ex- 
panded. 


Waldle's late father sounded the 


first alarm about encroaching de- 
velopment. 


"HE WAS JUST a good man 


with a sixth-grade education who 
worked at night and farmed by 
day," the son said. The elder Wai- 
die was killed in a tractor acci- 
dent in 1969. 


"When the town grew by leaps 


and bounds he knew, like any 
practical man, that more people 
produce more garbage. And be- 
cause our land adjoins the town 
dump, it stood to reason at least 
three of the four ponds on it would 
be endangered. 


"It's simple enough. If the level 


of the dump is higher than the 
ponds and three of them are flow- 
connected with brooks running 
into them, the seepage and rains 
will carry the leachate (toxic liq- 
uids) into them. 


"NOBODY WOULD listen. My 


father was so disgusted he had 
trees felled to fill In one of the 
ponds, but once the trees were 
down and he looked at that pond 
we enjoyed so much he couldn't 
bring himself to do it. 


"The Irony is that if our septic 


tanks were running over and both- 
ering, they (the officials) would 
be after us to fix it within 30 days 
or be cited." 


Waldle, a steamfitter, has been 


a disturber of this town's peace. 
He has confronted town officials, 
written letters to newspapers and 
was arrested recently for blocking 
the access road to the dump. 


HIS FIRST BRUSH with the bu- 


reaucracy came in 1072 when he 
said he was assured by William J. 
Salwocki, then the first selectman 
(mayor), that the dump would be 
closed by the end of 1976 because 
the state Dept. of Environmental 
Protection said so. 


Waidie checked periodically and 


could not confirm the promised 
closing. 


A department spokesman told 


United Press International that 
Salwocki may have based his 
comments on a projection the de- 
partment circulated in 1972, advis- 
ing the dump should be closed in 
1976. 


It was not an order, but a 


recommendation, and the dump in 
the town's isolated western pocket 
near 1-91 remains open, trickling 
its red poisons into the Waidie 
ponds. 


Incumbent First Selectman J. 


Peter Mahony said recently the 
town is negotiating with Ronald 
and Alvin Ravizza, who lease the 
dump acreage to the town. 


Mahony said drainage improve- 


ments are planned and the town 
would not hesitate to close the 
dump If the state could find a 
suitable alternative. 


W A L DIE' S LONE struggle 


apparently was not without suc- 
cess of sorts. The environmental 
department ordered the town on 
Sept. 13 to take certain corrective 
steps and to conduct, ait its own 
expense, a comprehensive engi- 
neering analysis of the site to de- 
termine the dump's life ex- 
pectancy. 


While the department is, 


evidently convinced the three 
ponds at the site are polluted, 
Waidie says they can be recl- 
aimed if the dump Is closed and 
the ponds are dredged — at the 
town's expense. 


"I think a good case could be 


made for it and I'm talking to my 
lawyer about it," Waidie said, ad- 
ding that, if it turns out he loses, 
"One thing's for sure. I'll go down 
with flags flying." 


Decision today 
in Mikva-Young 
ballot dispute?

Two weeks after the Nov. 2 election, 


a decision could come today In the 
controversy surrounding the counting 
of undelivered absentee ballots In the 
10th Congressional District race. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge 


Arthur L. Dunne Monday continued 
until 2 p.m. today a hearing surround- 
ing U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva's 
request for a court order compelling 
Cook County Clerk Stanley T. Kusper 
Jr. to count some 4,800 absentee bal- 
lots which were not delivered in time 
for counting at local precincts on elec- 
tion day. 


Dunne said during emergency pro- 


ceedings Monday that he would allow 
state's attorneys representing Kusper 
and attorneys representing Republi- 
can Samuel Young, Mikva's 10th Dis- 
trict challenger, to file briefs today 
before hearing the cast. 


HE ADDED he was concerned 


about settling the taue, which has 
wolvered unresolved before three 
judges in the past two weeks. 


Dunne also indicated he favors Mik- 


va's position, saying "the court may 
be tipping its hand" In singling out 
the portion of the state election laws 
dealing with the time absentee ballots 
are received by the clerk and the time 
they are delivered to precincts. 
N "That is the heart of the matter," 


Dunne said. "Were these ballots re- 
turned with sufficient time to be 
counted? 


"I'm not Just talking about the 10th 


Congressional District I'm concerned 
about all the absentee ballots and the 
right of people who vote to have their 
vote counted just as I would want my 
ballot counted if I voted absentee," 
Dunne said. 


KUSPER HAS said the ballots in 


question, including some 2,669 in the 
Mlkva-Young race, were collected by 
his office In a special postal pickup at 
mid-afternoon Nov. 2 but were not de- 
livered In time for counting at pre- 
cincts. 


Dunne also told the court he resides 


In the 10th District and voted in the 
general election, and said he would 
remove himself from the case if ei- 
ther side so requested. He stressed, 
however, that he believed he could re- 
main Impartial In the matter. 


Neither side objected*to Dunne 


hearing the case. 


The Mikva-Young race has re- 


mained In doubt since Nov. 2, with 
unofficial canvass results giving Mik- 
va only a 201-vote margin over 
Young. 


MIKVA HAS pushed to include in 


the final tally the uncounted absentee 
ballots, which in the pact have gone. 


heavily in his favor, while Young has 
opposed the effort. 


Kusper has said he wants to Include 


the ballots but failed in an effort last 
week to win court approval for the 
move. Circuit Court Judge Joseph 
Schneider ruled the court had no ju- 
risdiction to Issue a declaratory judg- 
ment for the count, which Kusper had 
sought. 


State's Att'y. Bernard Carey has 


said Kusper can Include the ballots, 
but Kusper has held off on a final de- 
cision until the court proceedings are 
settled. 


The countywide election results 


have yet to be certified because of the 
absentee ballot dispute. The election 
results must be certified by Monday 
according to state law.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. - Bob Black- 


man has dealt nimbly and patiently 
with repeated questions about his fu- 
ture during the University of Illinois 
football team's six-for-cight losing 
spin. 


At Michigan, Just as at Ohio State, 


ho followed a logical line of thinking. 


"A coach should be judged on his 


. day-in, day-out performance ... his 
record over a period of time," he said 
to a scribbling press corps following 
Saturday's 38-7 loss to the Wolverines. 


It was Illinois' 17th setback In 18 


meetings with the Wolverines, domi- 
nance in this series being established 
a dozen years before Blackman came 
on tho scene. 


"I HAVE no Idea what effect this 


game might have," he continued. 
"But I feel It would be ridiculous to 
base a coach's job on one game." 


Still, this sixth UI setback guaran- 


teed Illinois' 10th losing campaign in 
11, and, it could have a bearing on 
Blackman's future. Eight of the 11 
members of the UI Athletic Board 
were present as guests of athletic di- 
rector Cecil Coleman in Ann Arbor, 
and a ninth, Jim Grabowski, was also 
present as a radio broadcaster. 


These Illlnl athletic leaders — Cole- 


man, faculty rep Bill Ferguson, board 
chairman Jack Chamblin, vice-chair- 
man Frank'Hinds, female members 
Mary Jones and Elizabeth Lyman, 
Chlcagoon Paul Patterson, Grabo and 
the rest — are a grim group, and ;

SO, EVEN if nothing evolves for 


public consumption prior to Satur- 
day's Illini-Northwestern -game, a 
great deal will be happening.

One who has waded through similar 


problems in the past, recently retired 
Indiana University athletic director 
Bill Orwig, viewed the lllinl situation 
from a distance in Ann Arbor Satur- 
day. 


"The one thing I learned Is that you 


cannot operate a successful football 
program at the Big Ten level with a 
head coach on a one-year, contract," 
he sold. 


"I fought with our board to give 


John Pont a long-term contract at In- 
diana. You simply have to do it for 
recruiting purposes. That's why I told 
John to go to Northwestern when the 
opportunity came up (in 1973). Coach- 
ing football Is a highly pressurized job 
and the coach needs some degree of 
security. John couldn't get it at In- 
diana, even though he was then and is 


now as fine a coach as anyone, Bo 
Schembechler and Woody Hayes in- 
cluded. 


"RECRUITING is the key to every- 


thing. Young athletes want to have 
some assurance that the coach who 
recruits them will be there when it 
comes time for them to play." 


Orwig has no inside information as 


to Bob Blackman's future at Illinois, 
but he did offer this advice: 


"If they're going to retain him, they 


should hand him a five-year contract 
and get behind him 100 per cent. If he 
is extended just one year, the same 
situation will come up next year." 


Blackman has made no demands 


for a multi-year contract, other than 
to state: 


"THERE IS no question the con- 


tractual situation is used against us 
by other schools in recruiting situ- 
ations. For that.reason, it would be 
preferred. For myself, I'm not that 
concerned ... and I don't want to 
coach anywhere I'm not wanted." 


Assistant coaches note that recruit- 


Ing is currently at a standstill until 


the matter is settled. Prep athletes 
throughout the state are watching and 
waiting for a decision. 


Coleman, meanwhile, has icily re- 


fused to consider a multi-year con- 
tract for any established members of 
his coaching staff, although he handed 
basketball coach Lou Henson a five- 
year pact to come from New Mexico 
and has confided that "you couldn't 
attract the right man to Illinois as 
head football coach without giving 
him a long-term contract." 


Thus, by the mere issuance of a 


multi-year contract, a new man would 
automatically have an edge over an 
incumbent without one ... and, if all 
other factors were equal, a greater 
chance of success. 


THAT IS a basic unfairness in most 


coaching changes, the new man often 
receiving some of the items which the 
previous coach sought and could not 
get. 


In the case of Blackman, the UI 


board will be pondering a man who 
has upgraded Illinois from the 4-26 
depths to a level of competitiveness 
with all Big Ten schools except per- 
ennial national title contenders Ohio 
State and Michigan. 


H i s accomplishments, however, 


have been dimmed somewhat by re- 
cent in-state recruiting and on-field 
disappointments, and the primary is- 
sue is now: Is Bob Blackman the man 
to take It from here? 


If he Isn't, the search begins. If he 


is, wouldn't it make sense to lift the 
one-year contractual monkey off his 
back?

It was the 
era which gave a generation of movie 
fans their idea of the fight game — a 
seamy, seedy thing as grime-filled as 
one of its gyms, as unsanitary as a 
cut man's swabs. 


It was an era in which hoodlums sat 


in ringside with guns concealed under 
their newspapers and pointed at the 
guy who was supposed to lose. It was 
an era of threats, manipulation and 
extortion in which fighters frequently 
ended up on shoeshlne stands or in 
mental hospitals while the guys in the 
gray felt hats who owned them wore 
diamond rings and rode around in bul- 
let-proof cars. 


FRANKIE CARBO was the lord and 


master of this sporting compost. Mr. 
Gray wasn't greedy. All he wanted. 
was the lightweight and the wel- 
t e r w e l g h t championships in fee 
simple, and a piece of every other 
champion. 


He fixed few fights. The Jake La-

Norris, a rich kid from Chicago whose 
daddy owned stadia and hockey teams 
in the Midwest, took over the old Mike 
Jacobs' boxing empire with Joe Louis 
as his front. 


• -Some people look up to •football 
players, movie stars, others to states- 
men or scientists. Jim Norris wor- 
shipped hoodlums. He grew up in a 
Chicago where AI Caponc and Frank 
Nitti and their machine guns kept the 
peace, and Norris respected muscle. 


WHEN HE TOOK over boxing, he 


soon found he had bought the weed of 
crime. Like crabgrass, Carbo's ten- 
tacles ran deep in the soil of the 
sport. Rocky Marciano, the heavy- 
weight champ, for instance, was 
owned by Al Weill. And Al Weill was 
owned by FranMe Carbo. 


But it wasn't only that Jim Norris 


had seen too many Edward G. Robin- 
son movies. Jim Norris not only want-

business." 


IN OTHER WORDS, boxing with its 


big TV commitments, needed an en- 
forcer to ensure the supply of fight- 
ers, the honoring of contracts and the 
guarantee that, on fight night, the net- 
work would not have to show test pat- 
terns or play organ music. Carbo fit 
in nicely. 


In 1959, trying to arrange a routine 


transfer of the welterweight title — 
from his champion, Virgil Akins, to 


the Los Angeles contender, Don Jor: 
dan —Carbo ran Into, of all things, 
that most dreaded of foes, an ama- 
teur. All FranMe wanted was his 
piece of Jordan, who would, then, of 
course, win the fight and the title. 
• 


Carbo paid a Los Angeles fight 


promoter, Jackie Leonard (nee, Leon- 
ard Blakely), $28,000 to effect the or- 
derly transfer. But the amateur, Don 
Nesseth, a car dealer and Jordan's 
manager, said no, his fighter wasn't 
for sale. 


When Jordan won, as scheduled, 


Carbo felt double-crossed. He enlisted 
the aid of local gangland types, Joe 
Sica and Louis Dragna, to threaten 
Leonard and Nesseth, he sent Pa- 
lermo out to remind everyone how 
Ray Arcel got hit over the head with 
a lead p'ipe and his skull fractured In 
Boston for a lesser offense against 
Mr. Gray. 


NESSETH WENT to the FBI. Paul 


John Carbo, Frank Palermo, Louis 
Dragna, Joseph Sica and Truman Gib- 
son Jr. were all indicted, convicted 
and sentenced. Jackie Leonard dis- 
appeared, presumably to a new identi- 
ty someplace (in the middle of the 
proceedings, Jackie Leonard had been 
found in an alley outside his garage, 
semi-conscious and bleeding behind 
the ear but, as with Ray Arcel, noth- 
ing was ever proved.) 


Boxing never, quite shook the repu- 


tation the Carbos and Palermos and 
Co. saddled on it. Even the 15 years 
he was in prison, Carbo was often sus- 
pected of masterminding the game 
from his jail cell. He is, presumably, 
someplace now where he no longer 
can. Boxing has lost its Godfather, at 
last

DO DATS MIGRATE SOUTH IN THE WINTER? 


Bats live almost everywhere In the world except 


the Antarctic, the Arctic tundra and a few Isolated 
Islands. Next to rodents, the billions of bats out-num- 
ber every other mammal group. Scientists tell us 
there ore about 850 species of bats, most of which 
live In tho tropics where there is year around 
warmth. 


North American bats face .the winter two ways. 


Some hibernate In caves or* other dork, secluded 
places. Their body processes practically halt during 
this deep sleep. Their pulse rate becomes nearly im- 
perceptible, and their breathing slows down to as 
few as 10 breaths an hour. 


Many North American bats migrate to warmer re- 


gions where plenty of juicy insects ore still active. 
These energetic fliers can cover 30 miles or more a 
day. Some species range between southern Canada 
In summer and the Gulf of Mexico In winter. 


Bats usually hunt during the hours between dusk 


and dawn when insects are most abundant. Although 
their eyesight Is fairly good, they fly by a system 
called ccholocatlon. To locate food and to avoid fly- 
ing into obstacles, they send out sounds from their 
mouth or nose. 


These short, high squeaks are beyond our hearing 


range, but you con be sure other bats hear them. 


MARK TRAIL 


These sounds bounce off objects, echoing back Ib the 
bat's ears. Instantly the bat knows the size and 
movements of an object and how far away It is. 


A typical night's search for food uses tremendous 


energy, during which a bat may consume its own 
weight in Insects or other food. Perhaps this explains 
why these creatures hang motionless during the day, 
recharging their batteries. 


Many farmers consider bats harmful. Numerous 


tropical species eat large quantities of fruit and 
sometimes transmit rabies when they bite livestock. 
Taken as a whole, though, bats are helpful. 


Tho flower-feeding varieties pollinate flowers, and 


insect-eating bats consume billions of destructive 
pests every night. What's more, bat manure, collect- 
ed periodically in caves, is a valuable fertilizer for 
crops.

Most of us visualize birds as graceful, soaring, 


freedom-loving creatures who glide through life with 
very few problems. Of course, we' know they often 
scrounge for food, fight over territory and fall victim 
to predators. 


What may surprise us, however, is the trials and 


tribulations birds suffer at the hands of ever-present, 
bothersome parasites. These ectoparasites infest a 
bird's external body parts, and include such pests as 
lice, fleas, various files, mosqultos, ticks and mites.

"The Wonderful Wizard of Oz" will 


never be quite the same — certainly 
not after Its contemporary follow-up, 
"The, Wiz," which opened officially 
last week in Chicago. 


Yet I don't think L. Frank Baum, 


who wrote the original classic, or 
Judy Garland, who helped to im- 
mortalize it, would be offended in the 
least by this new, upbeat, musical 
version. 


I expect they'd'react as did all of 


the lucky Chlcagoans and subur- 
banites who were a part of the au- 
dience opening night, by sitting up 
straight in their seats to catch every 
minute of what is now noted as a thor- 
oughly entertaining, colorful produc- 
tion.

' WHEN A SHOW already has won 
seven Tony Awards; including Best 
Musical for 1S75, there's little left to 
be said except — go see it. 


A blockbuster of an ail-black musi- 


cal, the Shubert Theatre is being in- 
undated with bigger-than-life, ani- 
mated characters, exciting dance 
numbers and a musical score which, 
if not as significant as "Over the 
Rainbow," is equally infectious boast- 
ing a catchy disco beat. 


"The Wiz" is a tribute to William F. 


Brown and Charlie Smalls, the brains 
behind the book, music and lyrics. It 
required courage. To take on the

Even finding a Dorothy that every-

THE STORY AND characters follow 


the original classic. Only Ben Harney 
as the tinman wants a heart because 
"it didn't come with the suit, and now 
a days it's important to be more than 
good-looking." 


Valentino is a most impressive, vo- 


cal scarecrow who begs Dorothy for 
"a little loose bread to buy some 
brains." 


But it is Ken Prymus who steals the 


show as the cowardly lion — appear- 
ing on stage in a pink velvet lion's 
suit and makeup only equaled by that 


worn by the Wizard himself. 


The lion visits his analyst, the owl, 


frequently and blames part of his 
hang-ups on "being an only cub." 


THE WIZARD, whose role is beefed 


up with a handful of special effects, is 
played by Chicago's own Andre De 
Shields. 


Though "Ease on Down the Road" 


Is familiar to anyone who listens to 
rock radio stations, it's the choreogra- 
phy that-really sets off this produc- 
tion. 


George Faison, for instance, has in- 


geniously substituted four men with 
yellow Afros for the yellow brick road 
and turned the scene with the tornado 
(Christina Kimball) into a sensuous, 
dramatic modern dance. 


Though some of the backdrops could 


be intensified, the one for the Emer- 
ald City is unsurpassed. 


And if the witches didn't receive 


enough attention in the original ver- 
sion, they do in "The Wiz." 


VIVIAN BONNELL is amusing and

We 
won't have to take roles just to keep 
audiences from forgetting us."

He also has a development 
contract with CBS. If he comes up 
with a good situation comedy concept 
the network gets first dibs. 


HE WILL PERPETUATE the char-

desire to get married. "I see no basis 
for It." 


But the warden said he had not 


been asked to allow a marriage and 
would give it "duo consideration" If 
he were. 


"If the death penalty is set aside, 


then that would be a different bal- 
Igamc," Smith added. 


MISS IIAmiETT said she and Gil- 


more, 35, who faces the death penalty 
for the murder of a Provo, Utah, mo- 
tel clerk, hove been discussing mar- 
riage since his arrest in July.

Brazilian local elections 
seen as vote on regime 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (UPI) - 


More than 40 million Brazilians voted 
Monday in municipal elections that 
cannot overturn President Ernesto 
Golsel's military government, but 
were widely considered a referendum 
on his administration. 


A bus loaded with voters en route to 


a jungle settlement In the Amazon ba- 
sin plunged into tho piranha-Infested 
Urubu (Vulture) river and 38 persons 
either drowned or were devoured by 
tho man-eating fish. 


Witnesses told police tho bus 


plunged Into the river Sunday 125 
miles cast of Monaus and was swept 
downstream. Rescuers found only a 
few of the bodies outside the sub- 
merged bus. The rest were trapped 


Inside, most of them mutilated by the 
fish. 


Although a bomb exploded outside 


tho office of a left-leaning magazine 
in Rio Monday morning and a few 
election-related fights broke out in 
rural areas, a nationwide check 
showed the voting went relatively 
smoothly. 


Tho newspaper Jornal do Brasil and 


tho magazine Vlsao predicted the only 
lagnl opposition party, the Brazilian 
Democratic Movement, would double 
the number of mayoralty slots it now 
controls but that Gclsel's Alliance for 
National Renewal, known as Arena, 
will keep a 3-1 lead. 


All of the elections were for mayors 


and city councilman in Brazil's 3,9«8 
municipalities. There were no federal 
posts at stake. 


250 Yanks reported living, 
raising families in Vietnam 


MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich. (UPI) - 


A newspaper Monday quoted letters 
from an American engineer working 
in Southeast Asia'who said he knows 
of 2SO to 300 Americans listed as miss- 
ing In action who are working in Viet- 
nam. 


The copyrighted story in the Ma- 


comb Dally was based on letters from 
the unidentified engineer to Nelson 
Amsdlll, a former local Veterans of 
Foreign Wars commander. 


Amsdill and several associates met 


with Vietnamese officials in Paris 
Juno 4 to discuss the fate of Ameri- 
cans missing in Southeast Asia. At 
that timo Amsdill said the officials at 
the Vietnamese embassy indicated 
there were still Americans living in 
Vietnam. 


THE LETTERS quoted in the subur- 


ban 
Detroit ' newspaper indicated 


many MIA's had voluntarily decided 
to stay in Vietnam after the war end- 
ed. 


"They do not want to come home 


because they have families in Viet- 
nam," the newspaper quoted one let- 
ter. "What I'm trying to say is that 
most of the MIA's aren't missing. 
They arc working in and around 
Hanoi and other cities close to the 
Chinese border." 


That statement in tho letter to 


Amsdill backed a similar claim made 
before a House committee last Sep- 
tember, by Mike Mlelke, a Vietnam 
veteran released by the Vietnamese 
after tho fall of Saigon. 


Mlelke said ho had heard of about 


200 Americans volunteering to work 
for the Vietnamese and of a colony of 
Americans near tho Chinese border. 
. COPIES OF the letters from the en- 
gineer In Indonesia havo been for- 
warded to a special House committee 
Invctlgntlng tho fate of MIA's, the 
newspaper said, but to protect his job 
•status the source's name was not re- 
vealed in the article. 


J. Angus MncDonald, staff director 


of the House Select Committee on 
Missing Persons in Southeast Asia, 
said In Washington that the panel 
placed "absolutely no credence" in 
the report. "We got a letter but no 
names no details and when ze wrote 
back, there still were no names or de- 
tails," he sold. 
• 


(MncDonald said that investigations 


so far unfortunately indicate that all 
Americans listed as missing In action 
are in fact dead although the com- 
mittee tries to follow up every reason- 
able lead to the contrary.) 


The engineer, In a letter dated Oct. 


29, also said he had heard of large 
numbers of Americans moving into 
the Saigon area to work just after the . 
end of tho war. 


"We've talked to reliable men who 


were the lost to leave Saigon after the 
U.S. evacuation in 1975," the letter 
quoted by the newspaper said. "Im- 
mediately, the Communists moved 
some American POW's and MIA's 
into Saigon to work at the abandoned 
American air bases." 


Tho engineer oJso said the Soviet 


embassy In Singapore has been at- 
tempting to recruit Americans to op- 
erate equipment left behind in the 
evacuation of Saigon.

about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They came out when we really 
needed them," he said.

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Oakton may get 
Dist. 203 funds 
after 2-year gap

Next semester, Oakton College may 


get money for the first time in two 
years from New Trier Township High 
School Dist. 203 to pay for educating 
New Trier graduates. 


The New Trier Board of Education 


today is reviewing a proposal which 
would allow it to make tuition pay- 
ments to Oakton while avoiding the 
possibility of a taxpayers' lawsuit. 


The Now Trier Board of Education 


has refused to pay Oakton $314,000 in 
"chargcback" payments, a charge- 
bock being the $38 per credit differ- 
ence between tuition charged to stu- 
dents who arc in Oakton's district and 
tuition charged to those who are not. 
New Trier students are not in Oak- 
ton's district. 


NEW TRIER STUDENTS arc not in 


Oakton's district but attend Oakton 
because there is no community col- 
lege built in the North Shore district. 


The board docs not want to pay the 


charge-backs until a lawsuit con- 
cerning the legality of a new North 
Shore community college district, au- 
thorized in 1974, has been decided, 
said New Trier attorney Robert Bur- 
rows. 


If the community college is de- 


clared legal, It will be responsible for 
paying the chargcbacks, Burrows 


• said, and New Trier taxpayers could 
use the New Trier board because the 


chargebacks would legally be owed by 
the new community college. 


Burrows today will present the New 


Trier board members with a proposal 
which would allow the board to pay 
future chargebacks while protecting it 
from such suits, he said. 


"It's going to be paid, it's a matter 


of who pays it," New Trier or the pro- 
posed North Shore community col- 
lege, Burrows said. 


OAKTON PRES. William Koehnline 


wrote New Trier students Oct. 24, tell- 
ing them Oakton would no longer ac- 
cept them at in-district tuition rates if 
they did not have chargeback author- 
ization forms approved by New Trier. 


In that letter, Koehnline referred to 


Now Trier as "adamantly refusing to 
pay its debts," and gave students 
New Trier Business Mgr. George Ba- 
blgian's private office phone number, 
telling students to contact him for 
chargeback forms. 


"There was nothing illegal about it, 


but there was nothing very ethical 
about it either," Bablgian said. 


New Trier's attorneys wrote Koehn- 


line, objecting to his letter, which 
they said discredited New Trier by 
making it appear the district did not 
want to pay the chargebacks, Bur- 
rows said. 


District officials said they will pay 


if the threat of lawsuits can be re- 
solved.

units will not be affected by the new 
rate because the city requires Its gar- 
bage to be picked up by private'scav- 
cngcr firms. 


THE RATE INCREASE will be the 


second in 15 months. Rates were in- 
creased from $2 to $3 Oct. 1, 1975. ' 


Aid. Patrick Brannigan, 4th, com- 


mittee chairman, said the rate in- 
crease will cover the cost of picking 
up large items such as stoves, refrig- 
erators and other bulky objects for 
which residents previously were billed 
separately. He said the increase also 
will cover increased dumping costs to 
tho city. 


With the new rate, bulky Items will 


be picked up by the city without ad- 
vance request from residents. Pre- 
viously, the city gave residents a cost 
estimate before picking up such 
items. 


Mayor Charles J. Bolek said the 


special pickups by the city generally 
will be made on the day following 
regular garbage pickup. Garbage is 
picked up in various neighborhoods on 
a given day each week. 


ALTHOUGH THE city will no long- 


er require requests for special pick- 
ups, it will continue to refuse to pick 
up items such as sod, building mate- 
rials and large trees that have been 
cut down. City officials said residents 
who contract with private firms for 
construction or landscaping work 
should require them to remove all 
trash and waste materials. 


In other business, the city council 


approved boundary changes in six of 
the city's eight aldermanic wards to 
reflect shifts in population since 1970.

' preparing for the changeover to 


A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge car-

Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of in- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work'to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns, TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
arc Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter . 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with' 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision • 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially • 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 


"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said tie 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
Ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said.

Police are hoping that businessmen will be- 


come more aware of armed robbery dan- 


gers. The robber is really a police officer. 


Armed robberies arc big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have largo increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along witli Santa Glaus and 


reindeer, Christmas-brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Coy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who arc more 
easily victimized by con artists and 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PKINCH'AL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 


this wee!: will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-stcp instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, hut it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act its a 
deterrent in some cases.

bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doncy 
said.

about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They came out when we really 
needed them," he said.

Guttilla, 60, filed suit In January, 


saying he was fired In July 1975, by 
the village without cause. He also 
charged he was denied a public hear- 
ing in violation of Illinois Statutes and 
due process of law. 


In May, Federal District Court 


Judge George Leighton dismissed 
Guttllla's original suit, saying there 
was nothing improper in the village's 
discharge of the former police chief., 
He said there was no indication Gut- 
tllla's civil rights were violated. 


GUTTILLA RENEWED ills bid for 


reinstatement after Leighton said he 


believes a recent decision requiring 
the Village of Skokle to rehlre police 
officers fired during a 1975 strike 
might pertain to Guttllla's plea. 


Guttilla was fired in July 1975, by 


the village in favor of rehiring former 
chief,-M. 0. Horcher, who had been 
ill. Guttilla was appointed captain in 
June, 1972, by Passolt when Horcher 
took sick leave. Guttilla was appoint- 
ed chief the following February when 
Horcher was placed on the depart- 
ment's disabled list. 


Horcher applied for his old job in 


July, 1975, after he had recovered 
from his illness and the police pension 
board had removed him from the dis- 
ability list. 


He said state statutes entitle him to 


his former position because he was 
never formally removed from office 
and did not retire. The commission 
did not act on Guttllla's behalf be- 
cause it did not appoint him captain 
or chief. 


Guttilla was not given his former 


rank of captain In the department be- 
cause Passolt said there was no provi- 
sion for it in the budget. " 


Fireman recalls bygone era

On every shelf, mantel and table In 


Frank Blcrmann's living room tilts a 
color family portrait. 


Tliose neatly framed photographs of 


his wife, children, grandchildren and 
great-grandson and the meticulous 
condition of his 48-year-old Mount 
Prospect home are enough to tell the 
whole story of the former hardware 
man and village firefighter. 


Blermann, however, prefers to re- 


cap Ids 80 years himself. And hi the 
comfort of an old swivel chair behind 


• his desk in his home at 103 S. Elm St. 
he recounts tales of his last four score 
spent in the Northwest suburbs. 
. Blermann joined the Mount Pros- 
pect Volunteer Fire Dept. in 1916 at 
age 19 and served as village fire chief 
for 28 years from 1928 to 1946. 


LISTENING TO him tell it, Bier- 


mann seems to have run the volunteer 
organization as systematically as ho 


keeps house. 
• 


"I started out with 18 fellers, and 


when I finished, I had 28," he said. 


"We didn't have many losses of life 


either," Blermann added. "Our 
record was good. It was efficient." 


In the early 1900s, the fires that pla- 


gued Mount Prospect were caused by 


• lightning, burning coal in chimneys 
and burning oil in stoves. There also 
, were some prairie fires. 


Blermann said when he was chief, 


firefighters were paid on commission. 


"First we got $3 a call. Then it was 


up to $8," he said. "But we got very 
few calls a day." 


In 1935, the annual payroll for the 


then 20-member volunteer fire depart- 
ment was $323.25 with Blermann re- 
ceiving $40 — the reason he went into 
the hardware business with his father- 
in-law, the late William Busse. "I

A&P takes time to stamp 
in neiv food store identity

The sign on the building says 


A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National. • 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, are still stocked on 
the shelves. 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But tliis transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des .Plnines, has been a 
typical one in 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge car- 


tons of grocery 'staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Albiez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said Ills main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once the store became 
A&P.'The Des Piaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that 


we have been able to keep almost 
100 per cent of the National em-' 
ployes," said Dean Rltchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it." 


AS HE PROCEEDED to mark 


bags of candy and throw them 
neatly in place on the shelves, Al- 
biez continued to speak of the 
transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including check 
cashing and a 5 per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re-. 
tained. The A&P store also will 
honor Master Charge cards as did 
the former Nationals. 


Other aspects of the store that 


will remain intact are the delica- 
tessen, bakery and floral depart- 
ment. 


Rltchey said for the customers' 


sake, "We are changing nothing 
for the time being on the physical 
set up of the stores." He added 
•probably the hardest adjustment 
for shoppers will be adotlng to 
the new "house brand" labels. 


, In determining which National 
stores they would replace, A&P 
officials sold they chose large vol- 
ume stores carrying about 3,500 
different products. 


Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 
of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of in- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He' frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while Ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said on unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and . other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns. TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. , 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start . 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign. Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 
J'I would guess I could v.ork with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a nesv Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow, ' 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the . 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said. 


BUT CARTER said he would not

Police are hoping that businessmen will be- 
come more aware of armed robbery dan- 
gers. The robber is really a .vjlice officer. 


Armed robberies are big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa Glaus and 


reindeer, Christmas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number ot part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists ana 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev-' 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
•make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 


this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own-' 
ers and employes slep-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said.. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up", 


packet are: 
; 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of tho 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart cnabl- 


,ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. ; 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist,'.' 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said.

There's always competition and room 
for improvement. 


Biermann retired from tho volun- 


teer fire department in the 1930s 
when, he said, "My ticker began to 
give me some trouble." He sold his 
hardware store in 1973. 


WHEN ASKED WHAT he does with 


his leisure time, Blcrmann said he oc- 
casslonally helps out in the Anderson- 
Blcrmann hardware store in down- 
town Mount Prospect and does volun- 
teer work for St. Paul's Lutheran 
Church and the historical society. 


"I'm very civic minded and I'm a 


family man," he said. "You live for 
your family and a home is not a home 
without one." 


Blcrmann's family had its roots in 


Hanover, Germany. His ancestors im- 
migrated to tho United States near 
the end of the 19th century and In 1C96 
ho was born on a farm in what Is now 
Elk Grove Village.

Only 149 persons lived In the village 
then. 


"MOTOR VEHICLES weren't 


around then," said Biermann, sport- 
ing a plaid Lev! shirt and a western- 
style string tie. "Everything was done 
with horses." 


Blcrmann does not hide the fact he 


only has an eighth-grade education. 


"There were no nigh schools then," 


he said. Village residents voted in the 


1920s to build the first high school by 
a marginal 638 to 622 votes. 


Although he is young at heart, Bier- 


mann is very age conscious and does 


not hesitate to give some paternal ad- 
vice on aging. "Don't get old," he 
warned with.a chuckle. "Your mind 
doesn't click as well."

More than 65,000 persons turned out 


(or swlno flu vaccinations at North- 
west Suburban Clinics during the 
weekend. 


Tlw numbers at some clinics were 


slightly less than health officials were 
prepared to handle, but the area's 
participation in the program exceeded 
the countywide average. 


Residents who did not attend one of 


the clinics in tlw Northwest suburbs 


but who still want a shot must go to 
the Chicago Civic Center, or some 
other area, since no make-up clinic is 
planned In the Northwest suburbs. 


SHOTS WILL BE given this week- 


end In the southwest suburbs and this 
week in Evanslon. For exact times 
and locations, persons should call the 
Cook County Public Health Dcpt., 865- 
6100. 


Clinic managers were unanimous in 


their praise for the scores of volun- 


teers, laymen and professionals, who 
staffed swine flu inoculation centers 
in eight Northwest suburbs. 


"I can't say enough about the volun- 


teers," said Robert Grossman, public 
health officer in Schaumburg where 
about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They come out when we really 
needed them," he said. 


St. Marcelline Catholic Church in 


Schaumburg was "just Jammed" be- 
tween 5 and 7 p.m. Friday, Grossman 


said. But the lines moved steadily. 


AT ARLINGTON Park Race Track 


about 13,000 persons received shots 
during the weekend, the largest num- 
ber vaccinated at any one clinic in the 
area. 


"That was quite a bit down from 


our original estimate, but still it 
wasn't too bad all things considered," 
said Arlington Heights Health Direc- 
tor George Weinand. 


Several persons fainted at the Ar- 


lington Park clinic and had to be re- 
vived by paramedics assigned to the 
center, Weinand said. 


Arlington Heights returned about 


2,000 doses of unused vaccine to the 
Cook County Public Health Dept. 


Mount Prospect, which held its clin- 


ic at Randhurst Shopping Center, 
picked up additional vaccine twice 
during tXvo days of vaccinations, Said 
Larry Eils, Mount Prospect public 
health director.

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County probes 
alleged neglect 
at nursing home 


Alleged patient neglect and abuse at 


All Seasons Nursing Home in Wnuke- 
gan will be the first investigation by a 
new special prosecution unit, Lake 
County State's Attorney — elect Den- 
nis Ryan said. 


The nursing home became a cam- 


paign issue when Ryan accused his 
Republican opponent Jack Hoogasian 
of falling to act on reports from Lake 
County Coroner Oscar Lind of crimi- 
nal neglect and abuse at the nursing 
home. 


Ryan, who takes office Dec. 1, also 


plans to have the special prosecution 
unit examine the purchase of two sew- 
age plants by the Lake County Public 
Works Dept. 


"The prices paid and the chronology 


of events are at least suspicious 
enough to justify some investigation," 
Ryan said. 


THE COUNTY BOARD voted to 


purchase the sewage plants several 
years ago, reportedly at a cost higher 
than county appraisals and higher 
than the original price asked by the 
owner. 


Ryan said, however, he is worried 


the statute of limitations may have 
expired In both coses. 


Ryan is considering candidates to 


head the prosecution unit and said he 
hopes to staff it on a rotating basis 
with personnel from the county's po- 
lice deportment and sheriff's depart- 
ment. 


Staff changes within the state's at- 


torney's office will be kept to a min- 
imum, Ryan said. "I'm meeting with 
the assistants next week. I've heard 


and seen good things about them," 
Ryan said. 


THE STATE'S attorney's budget 


will have been approved when Ryan 
takes office and Ryan said he hopes 
Hoogaslan's salary increase requests 
for assistants will remain in the budg- 
et. 


L a w s u i t s Hoogasian has filed 


against the county board will be re- 
viewed when he takes office, Ryan 
said. "We will make a judgement as 
to their validity and will either pursue 
them or drop them. I don't think I 
have any obligation to pursue a. low-' 
suit I don't feel Is justified."

Widening of two miles 
of Lake-Cook Rd. OKd 


The widening of Lake-Cook Road 


between III. Rte. 83 and Arlington 
Heights Road was approved Monday 
by the Cook County Board. 


A contract for the two-year project 


was awarded to Brighton Building and 
Maintenance Co. & Krug Excavating, 
Chicago. Work probably will begin in 
January, according to Charles McCoy, 
Buffalo Grove public works director. 


Construction of the two miles of 


road is estimated to cost $4.5 million 
Plans call for construction of a di- 
vided four-lone highway with bridges 
over Buffalo Creek at Buffalo Grove 
Road. 


The road Is planned to be a limited- 


access highway with several major in- 
tersections and traffic signals at Ar- 
lington Heights Road, Raupp Boule- 
vard, Buffalo Grove Road and HI. 
Rte. 83. 


The new road will follow the current 


route of Lake-Cook Road from Arling- 
ton Heights Road to Buffalo Creek. At 
the creek, the new route will break to 
the south end run between village hall 
and Emmerich Park to 111. Rte. 83, 
where it will hook up with another 
phase of the project now under con- 
struction. 


The road will eventually be a major 


four-lane highway extending from 
Highland Park to Harrington.

A&P takes time to stamp 
in new food store identity

The sign on the building says 


A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National. 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, are still stocked on 
the shelves. 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But this transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des Plalnes, has been a 
typical one in 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors ore 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge car- 


tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Albiez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once the store became 
A&P. The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that 


we have been able to keep almost 
100 per cent of the National em- 
ployes," said Dean Ritchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it."

transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including ' check 
cashing and a 5.per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re- 
tained.

Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) — Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of in- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per ce.it was "a 
likely prospect"-during his first few" 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns, TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board Is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. 


Carter said In answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
.taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said. "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would .neet with 


Burns and with Cabinet ofiicers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he "would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 


"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns If he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Curler said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said.

Armed robberies are big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa Glaus and 


reindeer, Christmas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tmo of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also \vith the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists and 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and While Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and lo 
make Identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 
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this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing Is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


berj is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to make persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said. 


$250,000 in damages asked

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Homeowners 
want out of 
street business 


The Elk Grove Estates Homeowners 


Assn. wants out of the street and utili- 
ty business. 


That's why representatives of the 


association will meet at 7:30 p.m. to- 
day with a special village board com- 
mittee to discuss village dedication of 
at least seven private streets. The 
meeting is in the trustee conference 
room of the village hall, 001 Well- 
ington Avc. 


Furman L. Walters, 
association 


president, said tho association is find- 
ing maintenance of the streets more 
costly than anticipated. 


BUT HE called that a secondary 


problem. Tho primary issue, he said, 
Is that association members aren't re- 
ceiving adequate services for the 
taxes they pay. 


"We pay the same taxes as all tax- 


payers in Elk Grove Village do for 
street repair and street maintenance, 
but we don't get it," Walters told. 


Tho association brought the matter 


to the village board's attention in Sep- 
tember. A special 
committee of 


trustees Ronald L. Chernick, Edward 
W. Kcnna and Michael A. Kosto was 
appointed to discuss the request with 
association representatives. 


CHERNICK SAID no estimate has 


been made of increased street mainte- 
nance cost to the village should It ac- 
quire responsibility for the streets. 


"I don't think there's any legal 


problem other than that wo accept 
them as streets," he said. 


Walters said that many members of 


the association, made up of about 10 
per cent of the homeowners in the vil- 
lage, were unaware of the extent of 
the'association's responsibility with 
the streets. 


THE VILLAGE and the developer 


failed to adequately advise many 
homeowners of the situation, he said. 
While it is included in covenants with 
the developer, Walters • said many 
residents bought their homes months 
before the covenants were written.

Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of In- 
flation. 


One of Carter's' main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between S and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns. TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
arc Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay oh'as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. . 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 


"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns If he should stay on," Car- 
ter said.

On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will ; 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic • 
, Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my

Armed robberies are big business

"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Snla- 
tino of the Mount--Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists and 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash ' 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said.

more aware of robbery risks and to

INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doecn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases.

A&P takes time to stamp 
in new food store identity

A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
'house brand .merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing Uie Na- 
tional label, are still stocked, on . 
the shelves. • ' ' • ' 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- • 


eery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But Uiis transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des Plaines, has been a 
typical one In 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been ' 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to .thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official: 


SURROUNDED BY huge car- 


tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed .at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Alblez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once the store became 


; A&P. The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that 


we have been able to keep almost 
100 per cent of the National em- 
ployes," said Dean Ritchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it." 


AS HE PROCEEDED to mark 


bags of candy and throw them 
neatly in place on the shelves, Al- 
blez continued to speak of the 
transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including check 
cashing and a 5 per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re- 
tained. The A&P store also will 
honor Master Charge cards as did 
the former. Nationals. 


Other aspects of the store that 


will remain intact are the delica- 
tessen, bakery and floral depart* 
ment. 


Ritchey said for the customers' 


sake, "We are changing nothing 
for the time being on the physical 
set up of the stores." He added 
probably the hardest adjustment 
for shoppers will be adoting to 
tl« new "house brand" labels. . 


In determining which National 


stores they would replace, A&P 
officials said they chose large vol- 
ume stores carrying about 3,500 
different products. 


Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS, Go. (UPI) — Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of In- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns, TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires In 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Bums to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term. Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." , 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 


"I would guess I could work .with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter1 said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my . 


agenda," he said. 


BUT CARTER said he would not

gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 
this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and con give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to moke persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said.

Mora than 65,000 persons turned out 


for wine flu vaccinations at North- 
west Suburban Clinics during the 
weekend. 


The numbers at some clinics were 


slightly less than health officials were 
prepared to handle, but the area's 
participation In the program exceeded 
the countywlde average. 


Residents who did not attend one of 


the clinics In the Northwest suburbs 


but who still want a shot must go to 
the Chicago Civic Center, or some 
other area, since no make-up clinic is 
planned In the Northwest suburbs. 


SHOTS WILL BE given tills week- 


end in the southwest suburbs and this 
week in Evanston. For exact times 
and locations, persons should call the • 
Cook County Public Health Dept., 863- 
6100. 


Clinic managers were unanimous in 


their praise for the scores of volun- 


teers, laymen and professionals, who 
staffed swine flu inoculation centers 
in eight Northwest suburbs. 


"I can't say enough about the volun- 


teers," said Robert Grossman, public 
health officer in Schaumburg where 
about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They came out when we really 
needed them," he raid. 


St. Marcelllnc Catholic Church in 


Schaumburg was "just jammed" be- 
tween S and 7 p.m. Friday, Grossman 


said. But the lines moved steadily. \ 


AT ARLINGTON Park Race Track 


about 13,000 persons received shots 
during the weekend, the largest num- 
ber vaccinated at any one clinic in the 
area. 


"That was quite a bit down from 


our original estimate, but still, it 
wasn't too bad all things considered," 
said Arlington Heights Health Direc- 


• tor George Welnand. 


Several persons fainted at the Ar- 


lington Park clinic and had to be re- 
vived by paramedics assiped to the 
center, Weinand said. 


Arlington Heights returned about 


2,000 doses of unused vaccine to the 
Cook County Public Health Dept. 


Mount Prospect, which held Its clin- 


ic at Randhurst Shopping Center, 
picked up additional vaccine twice 
during two days of vaccinations, Said 
Larry Ells, Mount Prospect public 
health director. 


THERE WERE 10,000 persons vac- 


cinated at Randhurst and the pro- 
gram "came together very nicely," 
Ells said. Cook County initially allo- 
cated 8,000 doses of the tnonovalent 
swine flue vaccine for the village. 


Jim Demos, Hoffman Estates public 


health director, said about 6,000 
people were vaccinated In a one-day

Both say they are still interested, 


but discussions are In tltc Informal 
stage because Dist. 15 officials have 
not set a price or decided whether 
they prefer to lease or sell. 


"We can't set a sales price or a 


leasing fee without knowing who or 
which agency is interested in the 
building," Joseph Kiszka, deputy su- 
perintendent said. 


"Obviously the leasing fee would be 


much different for a profit-making or- 
ganization than for a not-for-profit 
group,"-he said. "We welcome all In- 
quiries about the school." 


K I S Z K A SAID Cardinal Drive 


School will close "probably around 
the Christmas vacation period when 
the new Thomas Jefferson School Is 


ready for students." 


This presents a problem for the 


Rolling Meadows Pork District, Step- 
hen Person, director of recreation, 
says. 


"We plan to ask the school officials 


Nov. 23 to allow us to start our pro- 
grams in December in 
Cardinal 


School," Person said. 


He said the park district will ask to 


use the school while Dist 15 officials 
decide the price. 


"If we can't use the school, I don't 


know where we will hold our vol- 
leyball programs," he added. 


JIM DeVOS, Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict director, said, "The district does 
not at this time use the facility but is 
keenly interested in leasing at least 
part of the facility. 


"We couldn't afford to buy the 


building, and it would probably be fi- 
nancially impossible for us to alone 
pay for the maintenance costs if we 
used the whole building," DeVos said. 


School officials in April .estimated it 


will cost about $118,000 per year to 
maintain the 12-room building. 


The building cost about $385,000 to 


construct, and Dist. 15 architects have 
said renovation work would cost an- 
other $300,000. 


The building needs wider halls, up- 


dated lighting, safety glass, general 
structural repairs and new furnaces 
to meet state safety requirements, of- 
fidals said. 


Two Palatine fire units? 
Feud may split agencies

A mutual need for better fire pro- 


tection brought the Palatine Rural 
Fire District and the Village of Pala- 
tine Fire Dept. together in 1946. To- 
day, a desire for a better fire contract 
is pulling them apart. 


The rural fire district trustees and 


village officials have debated since 
May the terms of a new agreement. 
The. district wants some equity to 
show for the more than $390,000 it 
pays to the village for fire protection 
and emergency service each year. 
The village wants a long-term con- 
tract so It can make plans for the fu- 
ture. 


A major point of disagreement is a 


proposal by the rural fire district to 
hire Its own 12-person staff while pay- 
Ing partial costs to the village for ad- 
ditional equipment, office expenses 
and supervision. 


FIRE DISTRICT Pres. Fred Rocs- 


ner contends such a setup would 
"give us something to show at the end 
of the year" besides a receipt for fire 
protection from the village. 


But Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones 


said separate staffs under the same 
supervision would create problems 
and hamper the Idea of a unified rural 
fire district and village fire depart- 
ment. 


"I'm not sure It makes a lot of 


sense to divide departments along the 
lines he's (Roesncr) talking about," 
Jones sold. 


IN THE PAST the rural fire district 


has paid about 40 per cent of the vil- 
lage fire department's yearly budget 
for fire protection. The rural fire dis- 
trict includes about 25,000 persons in 
Palatine Township and the Village of 
Inverness. 


The flro district trustees this year 


have said they are not satisfied with 
the formula used to bill the district, 
nor with the fact that they have noth- 
ing tangible to show for the money 
they pay the village each year. • 


The fire district trustees com- 


plained that they are paying 40 per 
cent of the budget but only a third of 
the calls to the fire department come 
from fire district residents. Out of 
2,356 calls last year, 744 were from 
fire district residents. 
• JONES. Village Mgr. Anton Harwig, 
Village Atty. Bradley Glass and Mark 
Beaubien, fire district attorney, met 
lost week to discuss the problem. 
Jones said he was willing to change 
the billing formula so that it will be 
based on the number of calls an-1 
flwered in the fire district, instead of 
solely on assessed valuation as it Is 
now. 


Beaubien said the meeting was "a 


last ditch attempt to moke this thing 
work," but Jones said he was optimis- 
tic that a change in the billing for- 
mula may lead to a settlement. 


Jones said the rural fire district 


trustees' desire for equity would be 
"no problem" as soon as a contract 
formula is reached. 


But In a list of terms for an agree- 


ment drawn up by Roesner, the hiring 
of a 12-person staff by the rural fire 
district is the No. 1 item. 


IN ADDITION to the human equity 


of their own staff, the fire district 
trustees want rent paid for the Slade 
Street Fire Station to go toward 
equity.

Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, are still stocked on 
the shelves.

Perhaps tlie scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But this transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des Plaines, has been a 
typical one in 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes, since Saturday have been 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to tliousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge car- 


tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Albiez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 
• • 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
' the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once the store became 
A&P. The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that 


we have been able to keep almost' 
100 per cent of the National em- 
ployes," said Dean Rltchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it." 


AS HE PROCEEDED to mark 


bags of candy and throw them 
neatly in place on the shelves, Al- 
biez continued to speak of the 
transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including check 
cashing and a 5 per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re- 
tained. The A&P store also will 
honor Master Charge cards as did 
the former Nationals. 


Other aspects of the store that 


will remain intact are the delica- 
tessen, bakery and floral depart- 
ment. " 


Ritchey said for the customers' 


sake, "We are changing nothing 
for the time being on the physical 
set up of the stores." He added 
probably the hardest adjustment 
for shoppers will be adotlng to 
the new "house brand" labels. 


In determining which National 


stores they "would replace, A&P 
officials said they chose large vol- 
ume stores carrying about 3,500 
different products. 


Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. fUPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a Job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rale of in- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 
• At a news conference near his home 
town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he Is not now In- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns. TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1934. He is not bound to resign, as 
arc Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Bums to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual. 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.3 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked If he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 
"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car: 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs. Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will' 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said • he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on it and he hopes to have a full • 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said.

'Tis the season 
to be wary of 
robbers: police 


Armed robberies are big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa Glaus and 


reindeer, Christmas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE whiter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists ana 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of 'cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 


this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex-' 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. • 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to make persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said.

now station sometime In the future." 


Roesner said a station could bo built 


to serve the northern sections of the 
village and Palatine Township where 
the population has increased greatly 
In recent years. There la no fire sta- 
tion nearby.

station to service the area. But he 


said to make such plans a long-term 
contract Is needed. And the fire dis- 
trict trustees continually have balked 
at a contract longer than three years. 


THE RURAL fire district trustees 


' have said they do not want to bind 
future trustees to a long-term agree- 
ment with the village. 
'' I think that argument's er- 


roneous," Jones said. "The village 
board makes long-term commitments 


all the time, and none of us is going to 
be here 15 years from now." 


Jones repeatedly has said he wants 


"a marriage" between the two fire 
protection units. 


"I don't see how we can talk about 


equity without it," Jones said. 


But Roesner contends the future of 


the unincorporated area is uncertain, 
and no long-term commitments should 
be made. 


Get jump on winter-prepare now 


Jack Frost will bo nipping at North- 


west suburban noses soon, paving the 
way for the winter storm season in 
November, according to the National 
Weather Bureau. 


But tho Mount Prospect Bureau of 


Emergency Planning is hoping resi- 
dents will bo prepared for tho winter 
blitz this year by following some 
guidelines it has compiled In a hand- 
out sheet entitled "How to Get a 
Jump on Winter Storms." 


The brochure suggests ways to pre- 


pare your car for winter, what to put 
In a winter-storm car kit, and courses 
of action to toko If you are caught In a 
blizzard. 


THE BUREAU recommends per- 


sons "wintorlzo" their cars If they 
must drive during the winter months. 
Snow tires and chains are suggested 
as well as making a checklist of items 
such as battery condition, lights, heat- 
en, brakes, antifreeze, winter-grade 
oil and wiper blades. 


The bureau recommends installing 


a "winter storm car kit" consisting of 
the following Items: 


• Two or more blankets, sleeping 


bags or a box of newspapers. 


• Two one-gallon cans with plastic 


covers for sanitary facilities and large 
box of facial tissue. 


• Matches, candles, pocket knife, 


first aid kit and shovel. 


• Radio, compass and maps. 
• Sand, for tire traction in snow and 


ice. 


• Flashlight or signal flare, booster, 


fire extinguisher, heater, compact al- 
cohol stove, chains and windshield 
scraper. 


If you get caught in a blizzard, the 


bureau recommends that you: 


• Stay in the car. You are more 


likely to be found there than if you 
wander around in a blizzard and risk 
being lost in the storm. 


• Keep a window open a bit to allow 


fresh air to come in. (Freezing wet 
snow con seal you in and seal out oxy- 
gen.) 


• Run the motor nnd heater spar- 


ingly and only with a window open to 
avoid carbon monoxide poisoning. 


• Clap your hands and move around 


occasionally and avoid staying in one 
position too long. 


• Turn on dome lights at night to 


make your car visible to rescue and 
work crews. 
• , 


• Car occupants should not sleep at 


the same time. Take turns keeping 
watch. Above all, don't panic. 


Also for the winter season, the bu- 


reau 
recommends 
residents go 


through their homes to eliminate any 
fire hazards such as overheated coal 
or oil burning stoves, fireplaces, heat- 
ers or furnaces.

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2 fire agencies 
for area? Well, 
it could happen

A mutual need for better fire pro- 


tection brought the Palatine Rural 
FIro District and the Village of Palo- 
tine Fire Dept. together In 1046. To- 
day, a desire for a better fire contract 
is pulling them apart. 


The rural fire district trustees and 


village officials have debated since 
May the terms of a new agreement. 
The district wants some equity to 
show for the more than $390,000 it 
pays to the village for fire protection 
and emergency service each year. 
The village wants a long-term con- 
tract so It can make plans for the fu- 
ture. 


A major point of disagreement is a 


proposal by the rural fire district to 
hire its own 12-person staff while pay- 
Ing partial costs to the village for ad- 
ditional equipment, office expenses 
and supervision. 


FIRE DISTRICT Pros. Fred Roes- 


ncr contends such a setup would 
"give us something to show at the end 
of the year" besides a receipt for fire 
protection from the village. 


But Village Pros. Wendell E. Jones 


said separate staffs under the same 
supervision would create problems 
and hamper the idea of a unified rural 
fire district and village fire depart- 
ment. 


"I'm not sure it makes a lot of 


sense to divide departments along the 
lines he's (Roesner) talking about," 
Jones said. 


IN THE PAST the rural fire district 


has paid about 40 per cent of the vil- 
lage fire department's yearly budget 
for fire protection. The rural fire dis- 
trict includes about 25,000 persons in 
Palatine Township and the Village of 
Inverness. 


Tho fire district trustees this year 


have said they are not satisfied with 
the formula used to bill the district, 
nor with the fact that they have noth- 


ing tangible to show for the money 
they pay the village each year. 


The fire district trustees com- 


plained that they are paying 40 per 
cent of the budget but only a third of 
the calls to the fire department come 
from fire district residents. Out of 
2,356 calls last year, 744 were from 
fire district residents. 
' >' 


JONES, Village Mgr. Anton Harwig, 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass and Mark 
Bcaubien, fire district attorney, met 
last week to discuss the problem. 
Jones said he was willing to change 
the billing formula so that It will be 
based on the number of calls an- 
swered in the fire district, instead of 
solely on assessed valuation as it is 
now. 


Beaublcn said the meeting was "a 


last ditch attempt to make this thing 
work," but Jones said he was optimis- 
tic that a change in the billing for- 
mula may lead to a settlement. 


Jones said the rural fire district 


trustees' desire for equity would be 
"no problem" as soon as a contract 
formula is reached. 


But In a list of terms for an agree-

A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National. 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. Yet 
some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, ore still stocked on 
the shelves. 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But this transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
'Lee St., Des Plaines, has been a 
typical one In 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion is official. 
. SURROUNDED BY huge car- 
tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Alblez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until it's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once the store became 
A&P. The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that

Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 


of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of In- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns. TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is wf. bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with him 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Burns to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the Indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4.5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating . 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- ; 
ing the first years of his term, Carter • 
said, "I would guess that would be a • 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5.5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next 
week. 


Asked If he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet: 
Ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 
sign. 
. "I would guess I could work with 
Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile, and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
Ing on it and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said.

'Tis the season 
to be wary of 
robbers: police 


Armed robberies arc big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa' Claus and 


reindeer, Christinas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses. 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats 'are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists ana 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not .want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watcli 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses .that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-EIev- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tlno said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau 


this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-step instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place al the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it does 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to make persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said. 


Village board wrapup 
Trustees support 
assessment plan 


The Village of Palatine Monday night became the first munici- 


pality in Cook County to go on record In support of a plan by 
Assessor Thomas Tully to lower assessments on single-family 
homes. 


In a unanimous vote, the village board approved a resolution 


urging the Cook County Board to adopt the Tully plan, which 
would reduce from 22 per cent to 16 per cent of market value the 
assessment on single-family homes. Tully has said the reduction 
will substantially lower tax Increases which will occur because of 
inflated homo prices. 


"The village can and will live within the 16 per cent assess- 


ment," Trustee Richard W. Fonte sold in urging support of the 
resolution. 


Board members also agreed to send the resolution to other 


Northwest suburbs and urge neighboring communities to pass sim- 
ilar measures. 


Tavern permit recommended 


In a close decision, the planning, building and zoning committee 


voted to recommend the village board approve a'special-use per- 
mit for Joseph M. BcUanca to operate a tavern, 60 N. Bothwell St., 
the site of Mac and Al's Corner Tap. 


Bellanca has a contract to purchase the business and building If 


he receives a liquor license from the village. He said he plans to 
Improve the business by remodeling the building inside and out, 
making prices more competitive and removing at least temporar- 
ily the pool table at the tavern. 


Mac and Al's has been the source of numerous problems for the 


village and recently had its liquor license revoked by the village 
liquor control commission. The license revocation was reversed by 
the Illinois Liquor Control Commission and the village has since 
appealed that decision. 


Several committee members said they felt action on Bellonca's 


petition for a special-use permit should await the outcome of the 
village's appeal of the state liquor board's action; However, the 
committee voted 3 to 2 In favor of proceeding with' a positive 
recommendation to the village board.

lining guidelines for regulating the construction of Citizens' Band 
radio antennas and other aerial antennas. Officials said they are 
most concerned about the possibility of large antennas mounted on 
roofs falling ver and causing damage to adjacent property.

staffed swine flu inoculation centers 
in eight Northwest suburbs. 


"I can't say enough about the volun- 


teers," said Robert Grossman, public 
health officer In Schaumburg where 
about 6,000 persons received swine flu 
shots. "They came out when we really 
needed them," he paid. 


St. Marcelllne Catholic Church in 


Schaumburg was "just jammed" be- 
tween 5 and 7 p.m.

said. But the lines moved steadily. 


AT ARLINGTON Park Race Track 


about 13,000 persons received shots 
during the weekend, the largest num- 
ber vaccinated at any one clinic in the 
area.

Several persons fainted at the Ar-

23 pupils 
for orchestra

Right now It's just a vision, but 


someday Herscy High School in Ar- 
lington Heights will have an orchestra 
as strong as Its marching band. 


How soon the dream becomes real- 


ity depends a great deal on students 
in Prospect Heights Dist. 23 who 
eventually will attend Hersey, so Her- 
scy orchestra director Kendall Hast- 
ings already has begun courting these 
students. 


Once a week he goes to Muir, Eisen- 


hower and Sullivan schools In Pros- 
pect Heights to teach 17 fourth and 
filth graders to play the violin, viola 
and cello. On Saturday mornings, they 
meet at Hersey, 1900 E. Thomas Ave., 
Arlington Heights, for an additional 
hour of lessons. 
' IF THE STUDENTS' Interest in 
string music continues, they eventual- 
ly will provide a base for the forma- 
tion of a Hersey orchestra, Hastings 
says.

With only eight members, Hersey's 


orchestra currently is the smallest it 
High School Dist.

"We regretted not having a string

Prospect Heights officials Monday 


night reaffirmed their commitment to 
protect the city's boundaries by den- 
ying the involuntary disannexation of 
31 acres, the site of a $20 million of- 
fice complex. 


The city council voted unanimously 


against a disannexation request by 
the Maryland Life Insurance Co., Bal- 
timore, Md., owners of the parcel on 
Sanders Road just south of Willow 
Road. 


City officials defended their vote by 


s a y i n g residents 
approved in- 


corporation earlier this year to pro- 
tect the community's boundaries. 


The property owners filed a dls- 


x annexation suit in the Cook County 


Circuit Court earlier this year. Sev-, 
eral other Prospect Heights property 
owners have filed similar suits. 


The council's action will force the 


property owners into a court battle in 
which, under state law, they must 
prove that their disannexation would 
not prove detrimental to the city. 


"WE'RE VERY disappointed that 


they're seeking disannexation rather 
than taking on a leadership role in the 
community," said Aid. Chris Carlson, 
chairman of the council's community 
development committee, which has 
conducted negotiations with the prop- 
erty owners.

nett, tonight will present its findings 
and recommendations to the village 
board. The meeting begins at 8 p.m. 
in the public safety building, 112 E. 
Northwest Hwy. 


The construction of an additional 


railroad crossing and relocation of the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. sta- 
tion — two blocks east of where it 
now stands at Main Street and North- 
west Highway — are two proposals in . 
the commission's revltalizatlon plan 


aimed at minimizing downtown traffic 
jams. 


EXPANDED COMMUTER parking 


and the creation of a downtown park- 
ing authority are among the commis- 
sion's recommendations for Improving 
the currently tight parking situation 
in downtown Mount Prospect. 


In studying the central business dis- 


trict with professional consultants 
Barton-Aschman Associates, Evans- 
ton, the commission recommends an- 
other multi-storied office building, a 
senior citizens' housing facility and a 
special zoning ordinance to attract 
new Investment and development in 
the downtown area.

The sign on the building says 


A&P, but the sign in the parking 
lot still says National 


Inside, a handful of employes 


are busy stamping prices on new 
house brand merchandise. 
Yet 


some products, bearing the Na- 
tional label, are still stocked on 
the shelves. 


Perhaps the scene, to many gro- 


cery shoppers, seems confusing. 
But this transitional atmosphere 
at the National food store, 1155 
Lee St., Des Plalnes, has been a 
typical one In 55 stores throughout 
metropolitan Chicago where em- 
ployes since Saturday have been 
preparing for the changeover to 
A&P. And today, as doors are 
opened to thousands of shoppers, 
the conversion Is official. 


SURROUNDED BY huge car- 


tons of grocery staples waiting to 
be displayed at A&P products, 
store manager Bruno Albiez took 
a breather to comment on the 
change. 


"We will continue to sell Nation- 


al merchandise until It's phased 
out. We have until Jan. 15 to sell 
the merchandise," he said. 


Albiez said his main concern 


was assuring his customers that 
the National employes would be 
retained once tho store became 
A&P. The Des Plaines store has 
been at the Lee Street location 
since 1968.

"One tremendous plus is that 


we have been able to keep almost 
100 per cent of the National em- 
ployes," said Dean Ritchey, re- 
gional director of marketing for 
A&P. "And we hope the custom- 
ers will recognize it." 


AS HE PROCEEDED to mark 


bags of candy and throw them 
neatly in place on the shelves, Al- 
biez continued to speak of the 
transition. He said although the 
store has taken on a new name, 
special services offered previously 
by National — including check 
cashing and a 5 per cent discount 
for senior citizens — will be re- 
tained. The A&P store also will 
honor Master Charge cards as did 
the former Nationals. 


Other aspects of the store that 


will remain intact are the delica- 
tessen, bakery and iioral depart- 
ment. 


Ritchey said for the customers' 


sake, "We are changing nothing 
for the time being on the physical 
set up of the stores." He added 
probably the hardest adjustment 
for. shoppers will be adoting to 
the new "house brand" labels. 


In determining which National 


stores they would replace, A&P 
officials said they chose large vol- 
ume stores carrying about 3,500 
different products. 


Carter sees 
5 to 7% rate 
of jobless 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Jimmy Car- 


ter Monday said he anticipates a job- 
less rate of 5 to 7 per cent during the 
first years of his administration as he 
works to balance economic recovery 
with no new rise in the rate of In- 
flation. 


One of Carter's main campaign 


promises was to work to cut unem- 
ployment. He frequently criticized 
President Ford for concentrating on 
stemming inflation while ignoring the 
plight of America's unemployed. 


At a news conference near his home 


town, the President-elect also said a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union "will be a 
top item" on his agenda. 


Carter said an unemployment rate 


of between 5 and 7 per cent was "a 
likely prospect" during his first few 
years. He also said he Is not now in- 
clined to ask for the resignation of 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, whose tight money policies he 
and other Democrats campaigned 
against. 


Burns, TERM as Federal Reserve 


Chairman expires in 1978 and his 
term as a governor on the board is up 
in 1984. He is not bound to resign, as 
are Cabinet officers. 


Carter said in answer to a question 


that "while my first inclination of 
course would be to work with hurt 
harmoniously and let him stay on as 
chairman" he would not rule out ask- 
ing Bums to step down. 


A Federal Reserve official, Frank 


O'Brien, said, "There's no formal pro- 
cess for bringing about a resignation. 
To the best of my knowledge no presi- 
dent has ever asked a chairman of the 
board to resign before the end of his 
term." 


Carter also made his first staff ap- 


pointment, announcing Jody Powell 
will continue as press secretary. 


Despite the indication his economic 


recovery program would be gradual, 
Carter said he would not permit the 
nation's economic condition to delay 
his programs for tax and welfare re- 
form and for national health insur- 
ance. 


Carter was not specific on what he 


would do about unemployment or 
taxes, but he repeated his campaign 
pledge he could reduce the jobless 
rate from the current 7.9 per cent to 4 
or 4 5 per cent by the end of his first 
term. 


ASKED IF THAT meant tolerating 


unemployment of 5 to 7 per cent dur- 
ing the first years of his term, Carter 
said, "I would guess that would be a 
likely prospect." 


He said once employment dips to 5 5 


per cent or less, "You have to start 
making tradeoffs" to avoid inflation. 


Carter said he would meet with 


Burns and with Cabinet officers when 
he visits Washington next week. 
Asked if he would ask Burns to re- 
sign, Carter said such a decision 
would best be left until after the meet- 
ing. But he said his current feeling is 
that he would not do so, especially 
since Burns has said he will not re- 


"I would guess I could work with 


Mr. Burns if he should stay on," Car- 
ter said. 


On foreign affairs, Carter said he 


might cut back aid to Chile and other 
countries that do not protect human 
rights and that his administration will 
keep up efforts to get a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty with Moscow. 


Asked about the nuclear arms nego- 


tiations, Carter said he hopes the 
Ford administration will keep work- 
ing on It and he hopes to have a full 
new agreement by next fall. 


"I will put that as a top item on my 


agenda," he said.

Police are hoping that businessmen will be- 
come more aware of armed robbery dan- 
gers. The robber is really a police officer. 


Armed robberies are big business 


during the Christmas season in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Most stores have large increases in 


business and take in more money 
than at any other time of the year. 


And along with Santa Glaus and 


reindeer, Christmas brings out thieves 
and armed robbers anxious to make 
"easy" money by preying on small 
retail businesses.- 


"NOW THAT THE winter season is 


here, heavier clothing such as sweat- 
ers and overcoats are excellent places 
to hide small weapons," Michael Sala- 
tino of the Mount Prospect Crime 
Prevention Bureau, said. 


Michael Goy, also with the bureau, 


said during holiday seasons, business- 
es hire a great number of part-time 
high school students who are more 
easily victimized by con artists ana 
armed robbers. 


To emphasize how easy it is for a 


gunman to "knock over" a small busi- 
ness, Mount Prospect police Monday 
staged a mock armed robbery of a 
local store. 


The store owner, who did not want 


himself or his business identified, has 
personally been robbed at gunpoint 
several times and said he hopes the 
demonstration will make other busi- 
nessmen aware of the armed-robbery 
problem. 


"THE PRINCIPAL places to watch 


for armed robberies are small busi- 
nesses that do quite a lot of cash 
transactions like gas stations, 7-Elcv- 
en and White Hen Pantry stores and 
small fast-order restaurants," Sala- 
tino said. 


In an effort to make store owners 


more aware of robbery risks and to 
make identification of robbers more 
efficient, the Mount Prospect bureau

this week will initiate a new program 
called "Operation Hands Up." 


The program, initially used by the 


Buffalo Grove Police Dept. as an ex- 
perimental operation, gives store own- 
ers and employes step-by-stcp instruc- 
tions on how to report an armed rob- 
bery. 


"The key to the whole thing is 


awareness by the victim," Goy said. 
"This will help us to get correct infor- 
mation quickly and accurately to our 
beat patrolman who will hopefully 
make an arrest." 


INCLUDED IN the "Hands Up" 


packet are: 


• A height chart to place at the 


doorway of a business enabling a vic- 
tim to check the exact height of the 
robber as he flees. 


• A suspect description chart enabl- 


ing a victim to write down pertinent 
information about a suspect, including 
a description of a car, if one was 
used. 


• Step by-step instructions on how 


to alert police and what to tell them. 


"Following our procedures probably 


doesn't save much time, but it docs 
minimize confusion and can give a re- 
sponding patrolman a better assist," 
Salatino said. 


ALTHOUGH THE kit is primarily 


designed to be effective after a robbe- 
ry, the presence of the height chart on 
the doorway and the procedure list 
next to the telephone may act as a 
deterrent in some cases. 


"The worst thing about armed rob- 


bery is that you never know when or 
where it is going to happen," Mount 
Prospect Police Chief Ralph Doney 
said. 


"We're not trying to make persons 


behind the counter paranoid. We want 
them to be at ease," Goy said.
